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THE PENSION AGENTS PLEA 


A CLERGYMAN'S DEFENSE OF THE 
; SWINDLERS. 

@fHE REV. DR. SUNDERLAND SEVERELY 
CRITICISES COMMISSIONER DUDLEY AND 
POSTMASTER-GENERAL GRESHAM. 

Wasaineton, Dec. 6.—In this city, where 
éhe Government was unable to contend suc- 
cessfully with the star route thieves and their 
friends in the courts, and where active sympa- 
thy was at work to secure the acquittal of the 
indicted men, it is not surprising that the 
swindling pension agents, whose offenses 
have recently been uncovered before the 

Grand Jury by Col. Corknill, should also 

bave their troops of friends, who appear to 

be more anxious to palliate the greedy rob- 
beries of soldiers and their widows and chil- 
aren than they are to have those robberies 
stopped and the robbers punished. From the 
time it became known that Col. Corkhill was 
collecting evidence and seeking for witnesses 
to convict offending agents he has been 
beset by friends of the agents who wished 
to save them from the deserved punishment 
that probably awaits them. The efforts of 
the press to expose the methods of the harpies 
have effectively assisted Mr. Corkhill. The 
business of the swindling agents has, it is ad- 
mitted by them, been practically brought toa 
stop. Soldiers have learned that itis only a 
waste of money to pay fees to the men who 
promise to do somany things which they have 
no authority in law and no justification in fact 
in promising todo. Not only the Bar, but the 
pulpit aiso, has been drawn upon in defense of 
the attorneys. The Rev. Dr. Sunderland has 
appealed to Col. Corkhill in a long letter, the 
object of which would seem to be to discour- 
age him from going on with his attempt to 
bring swindlers to justice. In this letter he 
pitches into Commissioner Dudley for interfer- 
ing with the business of agents, and condemns 

Postmaster-General Gresham because he pro- 

hibited Postmasters throughout the country 

from playing into the hands of the agents by 
collecting and forwarding to the sharpers here 
the names uf soldiers who are or are not pen- 


sioners. Some of the arguments of the ex- 
Chaplain of the Senate are interesting. He 
Bays: 

If the Hon. Commissioner of Pensions appeared 
before the Grand Jury the other day as a prose- 
cuting witness, with a view of obtaining indict- 
ments against Pension Agents for frauds alieged 
by their clients. he did so, it seems to me, in viola- 
tion of the rights and interests which every indi- 
vidual citizen possesses under the Coustitution and 
faws of his country. If, on the other hand, he ap- 
peared in his official capacity to pursue in- 
dictments against claim agents for alleged 
frauds on the Pension Office, he did so in open 
transgression of the special act of Congress, [see 
acts Porty-seventh Congress, page 75, section 4,744, | 
where, in cases of suspected fraud on the part of 
claim agents, his duty is plainly set out and the 
mode of procedure prescribed. Again, consider 
the amount of fee allowed by law to the attorney 
for each case he prosecutes before the office. It is 
the macnificent sum of $10. This is all he ean 
coliect in any ease. no matter what time, labor, 

ins, or expense he may bestow upon the ease. 

oes it appear to you that this is a sufficient mo- 
tive to intentional. deliberate fraud in the ordinary 
bosinees affairs of men * é 

Aguin, consider the temper of human nature, es- 
pecially when unlearned and narrow-sphered, un- 
der disappointment, and still more when agera- 
vated by a serse of poverty and destitution. How 
fertile it then becomes in complaints, suspicions, 
and reckless ailegations, even against those who 
bave done their utmaest to befriend them ! 

Much bas been said about tne gross and palpable 
fraud of filing Confederate claims, wherein it is 
held that the mere act of filing such a claim must 
be construed to meke a prima faeie case of inten- 
tion to cheat the Government. But how is it pos- 
sible to support this position when a!l the probabili- 
ties lie on the other side? Everv claim agent 
knows itis a fruitiess task; knows that such an at- 
tempt wonld be immediately deteeted and his 
strategem exposed. Is 1t not much more consonant 
with what we know of human nature to suppose 
in such a case inadvertence and misinformation? 

A good deal has been said about the character of 
advertising by pension azents; but is this to be 
taken likewise as prima facie evidence of an inten- 
tion to defraud? As I have been advised, the Pen- 
sion Office has never prescribed any regulations on 
this subject, and I have grave doubts of its rights 
to do so, aside from the legislation of 
Congress. Put even admitting the right, I 
anderstand it has never been ‘exercised, and 
yet men are suspended from practice before the 
office upon the mere assumption that their adver- 
tisements are fraudulent and intended to be so for 
the purposes of gain. And so far has this feoling 
extended, we learn from the Sta7v of the 20th, the 
honorable Postmaster-General, for the protection 
of pensioners, haz issued an order to all the Post- 
masters in tbe country, forbidding them 
to inform pension agents of the names 
of soldiers and others supposed to . be 
entitied to pensions. If this betrue, I think ita 
gross outrage on the richts of American citizens, 
and sufficient ground for removing Gen. Gresham 
from office. It seems to be in my view a most un- 
beard-of proceeding. What, is not the information 
tought legitimate and proper? Are not the 
Postmaters free aud independent citizens? 
May they not communicate lawful information 
to any other class of their fellow-citizens, because 
an autocrat sits here in Washington who chooses 
to interfere with the postal facilities of the coun- 
try, and by his single word arrest the business 
correspondence of a large body of men, 
who are seeking to carry out the design of 
Congress in aiding worthy claimants to 
obtain their honest dues? Never. I think. 
was @ more preposterous order promulgated 
from any department of the Government, and 
believe me, my dear Sir’as sure as you and I are 
living mea, allsuch means and methods will finally 
react with retributive effect upon the authors of 
them. They may be successful in crushing and 
Tuioing certain parties who have become the ob- 
jects of aversion for the time, but the people of 

thisconntry are far too inteiligent and independent 
to suffer. the insolence of tyranny or any 
essential abridgement of their political or civil 
rigbts. Consider the more liberal policy of Con- 
gress within arecent date in regard to pension 
jaws and appropriations. What other design can 
they have than to aid the soldiers or their families, 
in consideration of their service, sacrifice, and 
suffering during a war whicb threatened the very 
existence of the Government’? Is it, then, for the 
very bureau ertablisbed for the express purpose, 
not of covering inte the ‘Treasury any part of the 
money thus appropriated. but rather of dispensing 
it to those who are so justly entitied to it, to turn 
aside from its legitimate work—a work tor which 
itis paid over $2,000,000 annually—and suddenly 
transmute iteelf intoa huge mili for grinding the 
bones of a body of pension agents under the nre- 
text of protecting pensioners and pension claim- 
antsfrom fraud? No, my dear Sir, this is not the 
way to redress existing evils Let the Pen- 
sion Office keep to its legitimate work, al- 
owing just claims and rejecting those it finds 
rrorthiess. and leave the business of prosecuting 
fraud to the courts, where it belongs. The honor- 
able Commissioner of Pensions knows nothing, and 
ean know nothing of his own personal knowledge, 
of ali the frauds that may alleged between 
client and attorney. Why, then, should be spend 
hours in the Grand Jury room, retailing the hear- 
say evidence of fraud’ Would he not subservye the 
cause of the public, the pensioners, and the 
Government far more effectually by keeping at his 

desk and endeavoring to accomplish the singie 

purpose for which his office was vreated?”’ 


The views of the attorneys could not have 
been more earnestly expressed than they are 
in this letter, They are distressed about the 
interruption of a profitable business and only 
ask to be let alone.

REPUBLICAN REPRESENTATION. 
A PROPOSED NEW BASIS FOR ELECTING DEL- 
EGATES TO NATIONAL CONVENTIONS. 

Wasurneton, Dec. 6.—To remedy in 
some measure what is regarded by many as 
the very grave injustice of the present repre- 
sentation in Republican National Conventions, 
which gives to States and districts all over the 
country the same voice, regurdless of the Re- 
publican vote, when in some districts in the 
South even the form of nominating Republican 
candidates for Congress is not pursued, Sen- 
ator Frye, member of the Republican National 
Committee from Maine, will propose at the 


next meeting of the committee, on Dec. 12,a 
new basis of representation as follows: 

Each State shall be entitled to four dele- 
gates, asnow; each district to one instead of 
two, as now; toone additional delegate for 
each 10,000 votes cast within its limits in 1880 
for the Republican candidates for Presidential 
Electors, and to one acditional delegate for a 
majority fraction of 10,000 votes. ‘he vote 
for Presidential Electors is taken as best indi- 
cating the real strength of the party in any 
district, being less liable to be affected by 
local causes. The effect of this gh eas ao 
if adopted, upon the States and upon the 
Convention, is shown by tho annexed table 
compiled by an application of the Presidencial 
vote of 1880 to the districts as then existing. 
The application of the same rule to the pres- 
ent districts under the late apportionment 
could not just now be readily made, owing to 
a lack of accurate information, but will not 
materially change the relative strength of the 
States, and will only increase the total mem- 
bership of the Convention by about 80:

Mr. John C. New has called a meeting of 
the Republican and Democratic Congressional 
delegations from Indiana, to be held at his 
rooms in the Treasury Building on Saturday 
morning at 10 o'clock, to take measures to 
secure the meeting of both the Republican 
and Democratic National Conventions at 
Indianapolis. The Evening Star w-night 
says: 

“ The first step in the Presidential campaign of 
next year will be taken on Wednesday next, 
when the Republican Executive Committee meet 
in this city to select the time and place for 
holding the National Repudlican Convention to 
nominate candidates for President and Vice-Presi- 
dent. Itisthe general impression that the con- 
vention will be in the East, inasmuch as the nom- 
inations for the past eight years have been made 
in Western cities. Chicago, bowever, it is 
intimated, will put in a claim to have it held there, 
ou the ground of the superior hotel accommoda- 
tions and a capacious hal! in which to hold the 
convention. As far as the hall is concerned, it was 
almost the unanimous opinion of the delegates to 
the last convention that too large a hall was an 
objection, as it placed at times the control of the 
eonvention in the hands of the galleries, a fact 
which will be remembered by all who recall the 
exciting contest in the last Republican Conven- 
tion. Philadelphia, it is understood. wiil meke an 
appeal to have the convention held there, anda 
delegation will be here on Tuesday to urge the se- 
leetion of that city. The National Convention 
which nominated Grant and Wilson was the last 
one held there. There is also some talk of Boston 
being named, but it is known that a majority of 
the committee are opposed to going east of New- 
York, which, years ago, used to be known as the 
‘Convention City.’ Cincinnati will, of course, 
put in its claims, for it seems that Ohio cannot be 
ignored in anything, politically speaking.”

READY FOR KELLOGG’S TRIAL. 
THE GOVERNMENT'S WITNESSES ALL IN 
WASHINGTON EXCEPT WALSG. 

Wasnuinaton, Dec. 6.—All of the Gov- 
ernment witnesses in the case against Williem 
Pitt Kellogg, except John A. Walsh, are here or 
will be here on Monday, when the case will be 
brought to trial. Mr. Richard T. Merrick 
said to-night: ‘‘There has never been any 


reticence on the part of counsel for the Gov- 
ernment in stating that they were anxious 
and ready to proceed with Mr. Kellogg’s trial. 
or that the witnesses had been subpcenaed 
and will be here. The case will go 
on if Mr. Walsh is here, and Mr. Kellogg will 
be convicted. If the efforts of Mr. Bliss to 
find Walsb are unsuccessful, it is my opinion 
that the sentence of Mr. Spencer toa term of im- 
prisonment for contempt in disregardin~ the 
subpoena of the court will bring Mr. Walsh 
very speedily to this city. He has no reason 
that lam aware of to fear anything either in 
the way of prosecution or personal violence 
from anybody in Washington. As for the 
statement that Mr. Bliss has expressed the 
opinion that the Keliogg case would prove a 
fiasco, I do not believe that he ever held or ut- 
tered such an opinion.” 
KEIFER’S AMBITIOUS DESIRE. 

Wasuinoeton, Dec. 6.—The Republican 
members of the House of Representatives are 
not greatly concerned about the Democratic 
worry as to who shall become the leader of 
the majority. They are, however, observing 
with some irritation the disposition evinced 
by the vindicated Keifer to assume the 
leadership of the minority on the strength of 
his recent ‘‘ vindication’? by the caucus and 
the complimentary vote in the House, Mr. 
Keifer has already pushed torward on several 
occasions as if to be regarded as the mouth- 
piece of the Republicans. It is possible that 
this zeal may lead Mr. Keifer to overdo mat- 
ters. A leading HKepublican, one of those 
who voted for Keifer, said to-day: 
‘‘ Qh, don’t mind Keifer; let him rush in now 
and show himself as much as he likes. When 
we get down to business he'll find that it’s one 
thing to be vindicated and another to be 
chosen asa leader. The Republicans are in no 
mood this year to be directet by him, and 
when the time comes he will be relegated to 
the place where he belongs,”

BEATEN BY THE STAR ROUTE GANG. 

W asurnaTon, Dec. 6.—The friends of ex- 
Congressman J. D.C, Atkins are unable ae yet 
to repress their sorrow over his defeat in the 
fight for the office of Clerk of the House of 
Representatives, and are charging all kinds of 
double-deajing on the part of ex-Congressman 
Clark, who won the prize, and on the part of 
members who voted for Clark. The latest 
statement of Mr. Atkins’s disappointed friends 
is to the effect that his defeat was brought 
about by some of the old star route gang. 
When Mr. Atkins was in the forty-fourth 
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| 
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Congress, they say, he was a member of the 
Committee on Appropriations, and as such he 
made himself particularly obnoxious to the 
rascals who were making money out of expe- 
dited star routes by opposing several of their 
measures in committee and in the House. For 
this reason, Mr. Atkins’s friends declare, the 
star route men exerted all their influence to 
prevent the selection of Mr. Atkins for Clerk 
of the House. It is asserted to-night that some 
of these men are openly boasting that it was 
through their efforts that Mr, Atkins was 
beaten and that they now have had their re- 
venge. ‘lf it had not been for the star route 
thieves,” said a personal friend of the ex-Ten- 
nessee Congressman, ‘*‘ Mr. Atkins would now 
be the Clerk of the House. Mr. Clark did 
nothing when in Congress to incur the enmity 
of the men who beat Atkins,”

THE MEXICAN WAR VETERANS. 
MEETING IN WASHINGTON AND ASKING CON- 
GRESS FOR PENSIONS. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The tenth annual re- 
naoion of the National Association of Mexican Vet- 
erans began at noon yesterday at Abner's Hall. 
The Scott Legion, of Philadelphia, 37 strong, com- 
manded by Col. A. H. Reynolds, marehed into the 
hall alittie befere noon. The members of the le- 
gion wore McClellan caps with the name “ Seott 
Legion” inscribed on the front. They were attired 
in citizens’ clothes of a dark color, with white 
gloves, and wore badges and medals on their 
breasts. Six survivors of the old First New-York 


Regiment marched in with their old battle 
flags. This delegation was composed of 
Jacob R. Abbey. President; Samuel 
Mackle, Francis W. Seagrest, Matthew 
Conlin, Col. James E. Kerrigan, and Lieut. Henry 
C. Gaines. One of their number, John 8. Gardner, 
who is very ola, came with them from New-York, 
but he was sick and unable to march to the 
hall. One of the flags was presented to 
the regiment by Gen. Scott on behalf of the 
ladies of the City of Mexico; another was a testi- 
mooial from the Common Council of NewYork. A 
tattered old piece of bunting was placed ou the 
latform by W. A. Brown, of Arkansas. who be- 
onged to the Twelfth Infantry, ana carried this 
Son a the victorious troops into the City of 
exico, 

A little after noon, Gen. J. W. Denver, President 
of the association, called the assemblage to order. 
President Denver introduced Capt. Richard T. 
Merrick, who delivered an address of welcome 
in the name of the local associations and 
of the citizens of Washington. Gen. Denver re- 
sponded to the address of welcome, reviewing 
briefly tne causes and results of the Mexican war. 
He was followed by Gen. Rosecrans, who spoke 
hopefully of the prospect of securing the pensions 
forthe veterans of that war. 

Proceeding to regular business, the convention 
heard the reports of officers, appointed Commit- 
tees on Resolutions and Organization and unani- 
mously elecied a Board of Officers for the ensuing 
year as follows: President—Gen. J. W. Denver; 
First Vice-President—Gen. M. D. Manson: Secre- 
tary—A. M. Kennaday, and Treasurer—S. V. 
Niles. The Committee on Resolutions reported 
resolutions expressing gratification at the peaceful 
relations existing between the United States and 
Mexico and the hope that war between the two 
countries would never again occur. The resolu- 
tions also recited that the survivors of the Mexican 
war had never received the rewards due to citizen 
soldiers, and that in the opinion of the convention 
they should be placed upon the pension rolls on an 
equality with the survivors of the war of 1812. 
These resolutions were unanimously adopted, and 
the convention directed copies to be sent to the 
President and to the Senators and Revresenta- 
tives in the present Congress. To-morrow the vet- 
erans will visit Mount Vernon.

FIVE OF THE SEVEN ACCUSED LADIES HELD 
FOR TRIAL, 

STONINGTON, Conn., Dec. 6.—The trial of the 
Wequetequock women, Mary Carey, Harriet Wil- 
cox, Pheebe E. Dennison and Miss Phoebe E. Denni- 
son, Harriet Burdict, Maria T. Cheseborough, and 
F. Virginia Briggs, charged with breaking into the 
village school-house, to continue their Sunday- 
school sessions there, and also with assault and 
battery on Committeeman Samuel Staunton and 
several members of his resisting forces, was begun 


aBorough Hall, jiathis.place,-oa-Meader,an i 
was concluded yesterday. Justice A. C. Lippitt sat 
on the primitive bench. Heisa young man, and he 
wore a black skull cap to protect his hair while 
trying the ladies. The accused ladies came early 


in their own vehicles, and were attired in black. 
They are members of the oldest families in ancient 
Stonington, and all are well to do. Attorney 
Crafts, of Westerly, R. I., represented them, while 
Grand Juror Hull, of Stonington. and Mr. 
Wheeler, of New-London, acted as prosecu- 
tors. The prosecution offered the testimony 
of Stanton, James T. Palmer, Baldwin, 
and others, who defenaed the school-house and 
received wounds from the crowbar and battle-axe 
wielded by the ladies in the storming of the house. 
All deseribed the battle as a fierce hand-to-hand 
combat in which the men were fairly overborne 
by the maddened women, Yesterday the defense 
was heard, all the accused ladies testifying. All 
admitted that they were actuated by religious 
fervor, their excuse for the assault being that the 
school-house was closed against them in defiance 
of the legal vote of the district, Mrs. F. Virginia 
Briggs, the leader of the attacking party, is a re- 
markably comely young woman, with clear, fresh- 
tinted complexion, lively blue eyes, and a mis- 
chievous smile. She frequently laughed as she 
described her attack with the axe onthe front 
door. The other ladies were mild-faced and benev- 
olent-looking, whose faces wore the characteristic 
expression of Sunday-sehool class Jeaders. 

At the close of the evidence tne Justice dis- 
charged Mrs. Burdiet and Miss Dennison and held 
the others for trial before the January term of the 
New-London County Superior Court, which con- 
venes in New-London. Bonds were fixed at $200 
in each case and were readily furnished. Before 
the close of the trial courter-complaints were 
brought by the ladies against Commititeeman 
Staunton and his aids, Chapman and Palmer, 
charging them with “‘obstrueting the Olivet Sun- 
day-school in the enjoyment of their religious privi- 
leges."". The men were arrested and released on 
$200 bonds in each case. Their trial before Justice 
Hull is set down for Saturday next.

A TROY WATER MAIN BURSTS. 
Troy, N. Y. Dec. 6.—At one o’clock this 
morning the water main on River-street, which 
supplies the principal business sections of the city 
burst.

All the available employes of the 
department were at work upon the break, but as 
the repairs cannot be completed before to-morrow 
morning, the principal part of the eity will have 
a very limited supply of water until that time. In 
case of fire the risk of great loss would be very 
serious.

THRE WRECK OF THE BARK AZOFF 
Mositez, Ala., Dec. 6.—The schooner Day- 
break, Webb, master, from Kingston, brought to 
this port to-day W. E. Harris, late of the bark 
Azoff, of Boston, Hames, master. The bark left 
Pensacola May 29, loaded with lumber, for Aspin- 


wall. She reached Grand Caymans, and ran back 
to go through the Gulf Stream. when she ran 
ashore on the Marquesas Shoals, but was got off 
and taken to Key West, where she discharged and 
was repuired at a costof $4,500. She reloaded and 
proceeded on her voyage as far as Old Providence, 
near Aspinwall, and again ran ashore, and was 
totally wrecked. Capt. Hames sold the wreck and 
left, no one knows whither. The crew made their 
way back to the United States, and the mate was 
sent to Mobile by the American Consul.

ENGLAND TRYING 70 PREVENT A

THE NEGOTIATIONS TAKE A PEACEFUL TURN 
—CHINA REFUSING TO SURRENDER TON-

Hone Kona, Dec. 6,—News has been re- 
ceived here from Tieo-Tsin, the port of Pekin, that 
the Government of China refuses to withdraw or 
modify its claims in regard to Tonquin, and that 
she prefers war to the surrender of the Province 
to France. Large bodies ot troops are continually 
passing Hong Kong en route to the Tonquin bor- 
der. 

Paris, Dec. 6.—Admiral Peyron. Minister 
of Marine, has received a telegram from Admiral 
Courbet, commanding the French forces in Ton- 
auin, dated Hanoi, Nov. 27, stating that the at- 


tack on Sontay has not yet begun. and that he is 
still preparing his force for the campaign. 

The /elegraphe says the Marquis Tseng sent a 
note yesterday to Prime Minister Ferry, asking a 
suspension of fighting in Tonquin, in order to pre- 
vent a conflict which might compromise the pend- 
ing negotiations between France and China. ‘ 

La France states that Admiral Peyron bas tele- 
graphed to the Préfects of the maritime depart- 
ments, that since a freeh dispatch of troops for 
Tonquin is not expected, it will not be necessary 
forthem to continue any steps begun with ship- 
owners for the employment of transports. This 
statement is not cenfirmed, and is considered im- 
probable. 

/ @Liberté says that England is taking energetic 
steps to bring about a treaty between France and 
China. It adds thatit has authorized information 
which leads to the belief that peace‘ul negotiations 
have made great progress during the last few days. 
It is probable, La/idberte states, that the event 
which the Government expects as likely to exercise 
a grea influence upon the impending debates in 
the Chamber of Deputies is not so much a feat of 
arms in Tonquin as Ching’s adhesion to the bases 
of a treaty which have been suggested by England. 


Lonpon, Dec. 6.—This afternoon’s St. 
James's Gazette, in its financial article, says thatan 
unconfirmed report on the Stock Exchange that 
war between France and China had been declared 
caused excitement and a general decline in prices. 
Nothing is known at the Foreign Office or at the 
Chinese Embassy of the reported outbreak.

THE CONTEST AGAINST SOCIALISM. 


THE PLOT TO WRECK THE GERMAN EMBASSY 
IN LONDON-—FRENCH ANARCGISTS. 

Lonpon, Dec. 6.—At the Bow-Street Police 
Court, this morning, William Wolff, the Socialist, 
and the Frenchman Bondurand were arraigned, 
charged under the Explosive act with having in 
their possession explosive substances for an 
unlawful purpose. Major Majendie, Inspector 
of Explosives, deposed that the machines, 


if used, would have caused a dangerous ex- 
vlosion. Kalborn, who was arrested as an 
accomplice, and who was accepted ass witness 
against the prisoners. deposed that they told him 
that they wished to blow 4 the German Embassy, 
and said they were making plans for a much 
more terrible explosion than that which occurred 
at the Praed-street station of the underground 
railway, and that at least £2,000 reward would be 
offered forthe authors; wherenpon Kalborn re- 
marked that the undertakipg would be a danger- 
ousone. They replied: * But we have the police 
with us.” Wolff stated to him that five per- 
sons were concerned in the matter, namely, him- 
self, the two Bondurands, a police officer, and 
a Polish Jew. Wolff andthe two Bondurands, 
would take the machines and a pot of petroleum to 
the German embassy inacab. Wolff ana the po- 
liceman would then watch, while the others lignted 
the fuse, Wolff at the same time throwing a letter 
written in red ink upon the spot where the explo- 
sion was to take place. Kalborn was to place 
some paper and red ink, the same as used in the 
letter, in the house of aGerman. The explosion 
having ocourred, the policeman woald.arrest the 
German. Kalborn was to receive £100 of the 
reward which the conspirators expected to re- 
ceive. Wolff told Kalborn to induce. the German 
to walk near the German Embassy at the time the 
explosion was to occur. ** The more people there 
are killed,’’ said Wolff to Kalborn, ‘* the better, as 
the reward will be higher.’’ Kalborn, upon cross- 
examination, said be was a deserter from the Ger- 
man Army and that Wolff was one of the greatest 
scoundrels living. The hearing was then adjourned 
until to-morrow. 


Paris, Dec. 6.—Orders have been issued for 
the arrest of the persons who signed the anurchist 
placards which were posted in the disorderly parts 
ofthe city yesterday calling on working men to 
meet in front of the Bourse on Friday.

The offices of the Ministers 
of Foreign Affairs and Public Instruction have 
been greatly damaged. The military have been 


ordered out to assist in saving property. It is 
hoped that the other public departments may be 
saved. Several persons have been injured. The 
palace is situated on the park, on the east side of 
the city, in the Court quarters, opposite the Royal 
Palace, and was originally built for the Council of 
Brabant. It has a Doric facade. Adjoining the 
Legislative Palace are the buildings of the Home 
Department. the Department of Finance, and the 
Foreign Department. 

10 P. M.—The fire is now practically under con- 
trol. The Chamber of Deputies, with the out- 
lying buildings. is a mass of ruins.. The 
offices of the Department of Foreign Af- 
fairs and the Deparment of Education 
have received only slight damage. Several 
firemen have been injured, and it is reported that 
some grenadiers have been killed by falling walls. 
The Senate Chamber proper escaped the flames. 
It is believed that the fire originated in the 
cupola of the Chamber of Deputies, where 
there was a sun-burner used for lighting 
the house. The flames, fanned bv a draft from 
the ventilating shaft,spread rapidly, and were 
greatly helped by astrong north-east wind. The 
Chamber of Deputies was in session at the time 
the fire broke out.

THE NEW-ORLEANS EXPOSITION. 


A PLAN OF THE BUILDING AGREED UPON 
BY THE DIRECTORS. 

New-Or.eans, Dec. 6.—The Directors+of 
the Centennial Exposition agreed last night upon 
the plan forthe main building. They were gov- 
erned by the desire to select that plan 
which offered the greatest space of floor 
room for the most reasonable amount 
of money, and so arranged as to afford the 
greatest convenience te the exhibitors, as well as 
to the visiting public, all being done-with due re- 
gard to the beauty of the design. There were 10 
plans submitted, and the committee selected that 


of R. M. Torgenson, of Meridian. The building 
will be 1,500 feet long by feet 
wide, and will afford 1,398,300 square feet 
of floor spaee. of 1,048,752 feet of exhibiting 
space, in addition to which there isprovided a 
music hall in the centre with a capacity to 
seat between 10,000 and 12.000 people. 
The music hall will be constructed so that 
the balanee of the building may be removed 
and, by inclosing the sides, the musio hall will 
be converted into a ermanent building 
after the exposition is over. ain offices with tele- 
graph and newspaper offices, waiting-rooms, res- 
taurants, hospitals, Police Department, Fire De- 
partment, and life-saving apparatus are provided 
for. The boilers will be placed onthe Carrolton 
side, anda railroad track will pass through the 
machinery ball. A tank and reservoir for cascades, 
to be lighted by electric ligbt is also arranged for. 
It is the largest Exposition building ever designed. 
except that of London in 1862, The building will 
have several towers, but no dome, and will be 
lighted from the sides. The roof will be of wood, 
and supported fby wooden pillars, 10 feet apart. 
The architect, G. M. Torgensen, was born and 
educated in Sweden. Coming to this country 15 
years ego he first located in New-York. then 
moved to Chicago, and afterward to Water Valley, 
Miss., and has resided since in that State. He has 
done much efficient work in church and demestic 
architecture. The exposition committee have ap- 
pointed Parker W. Earle. of Illinois, President of 
the Mississippi Valley Horticultural Society.

A RUN ON AN AMSTERDAM BANE. 

Fonpa, N. Y., Dec. 6:—A rumor was started 
yesterday to the effect that the Firat National 
Bank of Amsterdam was embarrassed by the heavy 


failure of Clark & Kline, The rumor caused a 
panicky feeling among the laboring class, which 
resulted this morning in a run onthe bank.

THE STOCK YARD TANK FXPLOSION 

Cui1caGco, Dec. 6.—The explosion, as tele- 
graphed last night, at the rendering establishment 
of Glick Brothers’ stock yards, was not as serious 
as at first supposed, as faras the injury to the 


workmen was concerned. F. Kohlucke, the fore- 
man, is seriously hurt internally and is thought to 
be fatally injured. Three others were slightly 
burt. The buildingin which the explosion took 
place adjoins and belongs tothe -Fairbank Can- 
ning Company. It is two stories high and 
about 30 by 60 feet. To-day the Superintend- 
ent said: “The exploded tank was used 
for extracting the grease from worthiess 
parts of the animal killed.

A force of men was 
at once put on to remove the débris,and by the 
last of the week the works will be running as 
usual.” The damage is estimated at $3,000. 


PRECAUTIONS AGAINST INFECTION. 
Sreymour, Conn., Dec. 6.—A largo quantity 
of rags are used in the paper mills here, coming 
via New-York to the port of New-Haven. The 
Board of Health of that city, fearing contagious 
disease would proceed from the unloading at their 
docks, bave adopted regulations concerning their 
reception, as follows:

HER CLAIM NOT RECOGNIZED. 


A WOMAN WHO WANTED A’ LICENSE AS A 
STEAM-BOAT CAPTAIN. 

NEWw-ORLEANS, Dec, 6.—All the newspapers 
of this city have said snarp words of the Treasury 
Department at Washington, whieh has made an 
adverse report in the case of Mrs. Mary Miller, of 
New-Orleans, an applicant for a license as master 
of asteam-boat. The case is of some interest and 
isa general topic of conversation. Mrs. Miller is 
the wife of Capt. George Miller, an old Kentucky 
steam-boat man, who spent much of his life on the 
Ohio, Kentucky. and other Western rivers. He 
is more than 70 years of age and is not 
the man he once was. His wife, who 
is more than a score of years younger than her 
husband, has learned how to handle a boat and 
how to follow the channel, amid the shifting bars 


and caving banks and snags and intricacies of the 
Western rivers. Mrs. Miller is well versed in the 
art of steam-boating, and for years bas assisted her 
husband in his varions duties in managing river 
craft. So constantly has her existence been 
passed on the rivers of the Mississippi Valley that 
several children that were born to_ her 
first saw the light in the narrow bunk 
and contracted cabin of a _ steam-hoat. 
Recently Capt. Miller built a steam-boat according 
to a design of his own for the Ouachita River trade. 
and she has since been doing a very active busi- 
ness. The Saline, while of considerable tonnage, 
is of small drangnt, and is able to push her way up 
the small rivers and bayous that are tributary to 
the Black and Ouachita Rivers, and to find cargoes 
which could not be reached by boats of a larger 
elass. The ancient Captain, assisted by his wife, 
son, and daughter of 16 years, pretty, modest, 
and interesting. has prospered with nis boat in 
Louisiana waters, but increasing age, compelling 
him to seek repose in his cabin while bis wife 
stood watch on the roof, has been making itseif 
year by year more seriously felt. 

In thisemergency Mrs. Miller determined to 
qualify herself by process of law for taking com- 
mand of the boat, and she therefore applied to the 
Local Inspectors here for a lMeense as master. She 
passed successfully the examinations, and she 
proved her acquaintance with the requirements 
for a steam-boat Captain in handling a boat under 
the various emergencies and circumstances to 
which steam-boats are liable. The Local Inspectors 
certified the application with approval to Super- 
vising Inspector George L. Norton. He approved 
the finding, and sent the matterto Supervising In- 
spector-General Dumont, at Washington, who in 
turn referred it to the Solicitor of the Treasury, 
who, it is reported, has decided adversely to the 
application because the applicant isa woman.

be delayed severai hours, and when they 
reached Aucusta it was impossible to make, 
connection so as to reach their destina-; 
tion in time. In Columbia, theatre-goers’ 
were thrown into confusion, and their disap-, 
pointment was emphasized by the fact that they' 
had purchased $253 worth of tickets for reserved 
seats. The ticket-holders demanded their money, 
and Hayden refunded the entire amount. In the 
suit a point was whether Hayden could recover 
the entire amount of his loss or only the 
amount he had paid out for railroad tickets and: 
reasonable compensation for actual loss of time.; 
The court below held that he could recover the 
entire amount of his ioss. The Supreme Court

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PEACE AMONG THE MANAGERS OF 
THE INFANT ASYLUM. 

MAYOR EDSON A PEACE-MAKER AND 4 
MEETING BEGUN ALMOST IN ANGER 
ENDING IN HARMONY. 

Diplomatic relations were established bee 
tween the warring managers of the New-York In- 
fant Asylum, in the gilded parlors of Mr. L. M. 
Bates, in Madison-avenue, last evening, and a 
board which had met to try charges against four of. 
its members adjourned in smiles and in far better, 
spirits than when it was ealled to order by its 
Chairman, Mr. Clark Bell. 

The gentiemen condemned to undergo the 
ordeal of trial before this august body were Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Theodore Kane Gibbs, Dr. Henry 
D. Nicoll, and Dr. F. A. Burrill. They 
came up the steps of the Bates mansion 
with determination in their eyes and with 
pockets bulging with documents intended 
to serve them in their defense. They found among 
the managers seated around the pariors and grim: 
ly awaiting developments the four ex-officio mem- 
bere of the board, Mayor Edson, President 
John Reilly, of the Board ot Aldermen; 
Stephen B. French, President of the Board 
of Police, and Henry H. Porter, President 
of the Board of Charities and Correetion. Among 
the more aetive managers of the asylum there’ 
were present L. M. Bates, £. S. Hatch, Wilfian 
Belden, B. A. Willis, W. S. Wallace, Richard Kim~- 
bail, Joel Foster, N. L. Ely, Austin G. Day, Thoma 


Chalmers, George H. Clark, Dr. Goodrich, and 
William N. Biakeman. 

The chief offenders, in the estimation of some of 
the members of this tribunal, were Messrs. Roose- 
velt and Gibbs. who are specially charged with 
having excited the public mind against the man- 
agement of the asylum by divers interviews 
and publications, calculated. in the language 
of the complaint, to bring the institution into 
disrepute, reflect discredit upen its management.! 
and hinder and retard the collection of funds for 
the charitable purpose to which the asyiom is ded- 
icated. Tus Truzs,the Fleraid, and the Tribung 
are the mediums throngh which these alleg 
riotous demonstrations were made by al 
four gentlemen. A more serious charge is 
involved in the complaint against Messrs. 
veit and Gipbs, to the effect that they have spurred 
up the State Board of Charities to make an in- 
vestigation of the asylum’smanagement. The lan- 
guage employed in their communication to that 
board, which is especially considered reprehensible, 
is that in which they picturesquely protest against 
the removal of Dr. Brash from the management of 
the Mount Vernon branch and the substitution of 
a physician ‘declared by a Coroner’s jury incom- 
petent to perform the duties” devolving mpog 
him, and under whose management an “appalling 
death rate is recorded. 

The first proposition sonsidered by the Board of 
Managers was that of Mr. Wiilis. that a reporter 
who happened to be present be requested to re« 
‘Neve the assemblage of his presence. Somebody 
remarked in an undertone that “light ought to be 
let In upon this thing,” and the proposition was 
put toan yea and nay vote. Mayor Edson was 
absent from the room. The other three ex-officio 
members voted in favor of light, and by a vote of: 
10 to 9, Mr. Willis’s preposition was lost. By ad< 
vice of his counsel, Mr. John Roosevelt, Mr. 
Roosevelt entered a formal inquiry 23 to the 
particular authority which had ordered a libel suit 
for $50,000 damages against him and Mr. Gibbs. It 
was a useless litigation to begin, he thought. He 
added that while the asylum was doubtless enti- 
tled to receive moneys and gifts for its support, he 
did not understand that it was authorized to ob- 
tain funds by means of a speculative suit. 

Mr. Willis glared defiantly at him, and honed the 
President would proceed to speedily enlighten him. 

President Be!] calmly responded by saying that 
the suit was regularly authorized by the Executive 
Committee and indorsed py the board. It was 
taken by the advice of William A. Beach. 

“IL eall for the reading of the resolution of au~ 
thorization,” demanded Mr. Gibbs. 

‘“‘I desire to entera formal protest,” said Mr 
Roosevelt, “against such proeeedings as being ir~ 
regular. null, and void,land against the jurisdiction 
of this body. Ialso demand to have my counsel 
present in any proceedings in whith my interest@ 
are involved, a right which you have seen fit ta 
deny to all theaccused.” - ; : 

“But it has recently been decided by Jud 
Daly,” said Mr: Bates, “that in tne proceedings 0 
a board of this nature counsel are not admissible.” 

It appeared-at this point as if blood was about 
‘to be shed. and Mayor Edson, resplendent in swal- 

low tail and white tie, arose. 

‘* His Honor, Mayor Grace, Gesires to addres¢ 
you, gentlomen,”’ said Presiaent Beli rapping the 
assemblage vigorously to order. 

When the laughter had subsided Mr. Bell made 
the substitution of Edson for Grace.. The Mayor, 
proceeded to pour balm upon the wounds of the; 
physicians and the laymen and d them 
up. He had known, he said, ; 
excellent work of the asylum. and he 
regretted that any daiffcnities had 
which might possibly impair its usefulness.) 

To some extent it mast be considered a municipal 
institution, inasmuch as someof its managers were 
‘municipal officers. Therefore, whatever the man- 
agers did as a whole refiected. either credit or the 
reverse upon the officers of the Municipal Govern- 
ment. For that reason the lattershould at this & 
itake a deep interest in the institution's 4 
‘He realized that he was taiking to sensible and) 
successful business men, andto them he hada 
proposition to make. A 2.controversy had arisea! 
which, if it proceeded farther, might endanger & 
noble charity. He knew there were faults on both’ 
‘sides. He hoped that the managers would see tho: 
necessity of exercising toward one another that 
spirit of charity which Sez were engaged in pro- 
‘moting through the institution itself. He moved: 
‘that all charges be withdrawn or dismissed, and: 
that each apologize to the other and begin anew 
their labors. Let bygones be bygones. i 

“T second that motion,” said Commissioner Por~ 
‘ter very emphatically. 

’ Mr. Hatch warmly indorsed this viarw of the mat~ 
‘ter, and said he thought there should he voiuntary 
‘retractions and wiibdrawals all around. He wou!d 
‘like to see a general love feast. At the same time 
-if the formal charges are withdrawn the informal 
‘charges made in the newspapers and in private 
conversations should also be withdrawn. 

The Mayor withdrew his motion, with the te- 
newed wish that some form of motion be adopted: 
that would tend to an amicable settlement of the 
whole difficulty, : 

Mr. Bell sternly pointed to the investigatio 
‘which had been ordered by the State Board o 
Charities, and suggested that the charges there 
“would be also withdrawn. ‘ 

Dr. Goodrich suggested the foliowing resolution::

This was declared unanimously adooted, Mayor 
Edsoa tendering his sympathy ia the matter of 
newspaper criticism by remarking§that no man, 
probably, bad been more criticised by the press’ 
than himself.

TO. STRIKE AT PAUPERISM 


—_—_— 

THE WORK OF TH OHARITY OR- 
GANIZATION SOCIETY. 
SPEECHES BY JUDGE DALY, MESSRS, GOOD- 
WIN, CHOATE, AND OURTIS AT A MEET- 

ING AT THE UNION LEAGUE CLUB. 


A large and fashionably dressed audience 
filled Union League Club Hall last evening in re- 
sponse to 4 call issued by the Eighth District'Com- 
mittee of the Charity Organization Soolety. Upor 
the platform were Mr, Parke Godwin, who presided; 
Mr, Joseph H. Choate, the Rey. Dr. Rylance, Emi- 
gration Commissioner Haupselt, Commissioner of 
Parks Wales, Chief-Justice Daly, Dr. 8. O. Vander 
poel, the Rey. Theodore Williams, and others 
Mr. Godwin said that the object of the meeting 
was to bring the society into more prominence, 
and to commend its methods more directly to the 
understanding and sympathy of the pub- 
lin. Mr. Choate, the next speaker, sald 
that there was nothing so caleulated to 
excite admiration as the spectacle of men 
and women of leisure willing to devote their 


time to serving the pubiic in this practical and 
benificent way. No greater benefit could be ren- 
dered the community than the solution of the preb- 
lem of the reduction and amelioration of pauper- 
ism, which arose mainly out of ate pub- 
lio and gevate alms-giving to every one who asked 
for it. in this City, as afew men grew very rich, 
others necessarily grew Very poor ina greater ratio, 
The speaker did not believe it possible for a man 
to accumulate $50,000,000 without scores of others 
becoming worse off by reason of it. [Applause.] 
The object of the Charity Organization iety was 
to secure as far as ible what the law could not 
do. There was no lack of charitable organizations 
in this city and no lack also of appiications. There 
were who buried haifa dozen wives and 
beegars who gave birth to a dozen children every 
who were Catholics, Jews, Presbyteri- 

ans, Baptists, or anything else that they 
ald from. The society was striking down 

this able-bedied pauperigm by covering the entire 
City, by sending out investigators to inquire into 
every application, and by keeping a registry of all 
cases for general reference. 6 records showed 
that in regard to recipients of public bounty the 
nited States was not superior to Great Britain, 

e proportion in New-York being i in 27 of the 

ulation, The a of other cities which 
ve adopted organization proved that only one- 

third of the applicants were entitled to im- 

mediate money relief; that only one-tenth re- 

uired continuous relief; that between 10 and 

r cent. were im rs, and that 

alf only needed advice and encouragement 

to help themselves. The overgrewn loafers, the 

speaker feared, were hopeless cases. but the little 

ehildren micht be resoued from pauperism and 

incaiculable good done tothe community in this 
way. ([Applause.) 

Chief-Justice Daly was the next speaker. Ho 
said that the great evil which rendered public 
charity inefficient in this country was its subjection 
to political domination. He asserted that a pro- 
posal to send a poor sick person to Bellevue Hos- 
pital is received with horror, and that the reluc- 
tance of the poor to go to the Alms-house 
arises mainly -from their unwillingness to 
trust themselves to the officers in control of 
that institution. As for private  cbar- 
ities, if the speaker should say all that his experi- 
ence would justify about them, he would find 
arrayed against him a large body of well-meaning 
people. He would only remark in general terms 
that oy have not solved the problem and never 
will he method by which the deserving 

r were sided in their own homes was 

her the best, for instituted charity did 
not reach the evil, except in the case 
ce expan who has 20 home to goto. The speak- 
er made a strong appeal in bebalf of this mode of 
alms-giving and ci as an illustration, the history 
of Greenwich Hospital, in London, which has been 
practically abandoned for the more economical 
method of providing for the sailors in their own 
homes. He said that nothing in his experience had 
struck him more favorably than tho seheme of the 
Charity Organization Society. He considered 
it the real way to solve the problem. His 
experience bad been that when he wanted to help 
@ poor person, in the multitude of soeieties it was 
tmpossible to find one in whose particular groove 
the subject would fit. Sueh organizations, which 
pay no taxes and support bands of rs, 
would be done away with, and, if the publie insti- 
tutions could not be reached directly, their evils 
at least could be exposed. [{Applause. 

A letter was read from the Rey. R. Heber 
eonee. drawing a —_ of the annoyances to 
which Pastors are subj by begging impostors, 
and bidding godspeed to the society for its 
promise of relief. The Chairman reported the 
receipt of other letters, from President Barnard, 
of Columbia College, and the Rev. Dr. Tiffany, 
Dr. Rylance was the next speaker. He said 
that a society bad been longed for which 
would introduce business principles into charitable 
aims-giving. The old met was inefficient from 
lack of co-operation. There was, he averred, mach 
grim, hard poverty in the City to-day, and to deal 
with it withont hurting the recipients’ self-respect 
Was difficult, He, thereforé, hailed a society to 
which any one might refer a case for 
investigation. The existing poverty, he 
claimed, was tho result of modern institutions, 
which enable one man to make $100,000,000 while 
those who make it for him hardly get the soraps 
that fall from his table. [Applause.] But he be- 
lieved that competition ‘would surely develop inte 
co-operation, and instead of working t the 
many for the benefit of the few would work for 
the benefit of the many and against the few. |Ap- 
Dianse and cries of “Good !"’] 

The Rey. Theodore Williams explained the work- 
ing of the nee of charity organization in Bos- 
ton. Tne plan there, he said, was to give no alms, 
and allow nothing to be dene except what one 
would doforafriend. Situations were provided 
wherever possible ; sewing was furnished; and work 
was given inalaundry. Teachers were provided 
to teach those who did not know how to do either, 
and pay was given only for good work. This the 
speaker considered the eorrect principle. His ex- 
perience had been that the great bulk of mendi- 
—- did not know how to do work that paid 

em. 

Mr. George William Curtis, who was the last 
speaker, first read a letter from Assistant Bishop 
Potter, regretting his inability to be present and 
warmly commending the purposes of the 60- 
ciety. Mr. Curtis eaid that the instinct in 
most alms-giving is to relieve one’s self rather 
than the sufferer. The next step is to think 
with complacency that a great Christian duty 
has been performed, and the next to regret that 
organized system is doing away with true Chris- 
tian benevolence. Real Christian charity was 
the bearing in love of one another's burdens. When 
giving unknowingly to the beggar on the street, it 
ralieved no burden. It simply laid a heavier bur- 
den on society. It was san outrage and a 
wrong. It encouraged pauperism and unchained 
a fearful power that tbreatens every 
individual and the City at large. [{Applause.] The 
objection to organized charity was that it wase old 
and perfunctory. This wasuntrue. The object of 

the society was not to steel the hearts of the chari- 
table, but to regulate alms so that they may 
goer ¢ blessing and not acurse, It meant that 

generous impulses of the people should not flow 

to waste in the gutters, but like the dew of 
heaven should fall like refreshment on the thirsty 
soil. Acauseso simple needed no explanation, 
New-York was not great because of her fine build- 
ings, her opera, her prosperity, or her riches. In 
these she was surpassed by many ancient cities.

STOCKGZOLDERS BADLY BITTEN. 
How A FOOD COMPANY WAS ORGANIZED 
AND WHY IT FAILED. 

New-HAVEN, Conn., Vec. 6.—About a year 
ago the Humpton Food Preserving Company was 
formed at Hartford, in this State, with a capital of 
many thousand dollars, for the production of 
“Rex Magnus,” a food which it was claimed 
would de away with all future use of ice and salt, 
apd, in short, with any materia! hitherto used in 
the packing, curing, or keeping of animal or vege- 
table matter. The most marvelous things 
were promised for the commodity, and it 
was asserted to be a positive bonarza 
for grocers and market men, undertakers and 
dealers in perishable articles, The bait took, and 
many wealthy New-Haven and Hartford citizens 
anxiously sought shares of the mew company’s 
stock. The balance of it wastaken up in Boston. 
Acash eapital of $200,000, it is said, was formed in 
this way, and presently the fever grew so high 
that shares could not be procured at any price, 
H. P. Hubbard, the advertising agent of this city, 
bveame largely interested in it. Enormous 
profits were expected, and the future to the 
“Rex Magnus”, proprietors was a golden one. 
To-day it was announced that the bubble 
had burst and that the stockholders of the com- 
any had voted to makean assignment for the 

nefit of ail creditors. This came about * through 
force of circumstances which were beyond con- 
trol.” From the year’s history of the concern it 
is no wonder it failed. The parties bitten are full 
of their complaints to-day. The business was 
opened in Boston on a grand scale, larze amounts 
of money being expended in introducing the new 
preservative and concocting almost fabulous 
stories of its preservative qualities. 

The management of the company's business was 
placed in the hands of a general egent—W. E. 
Plumber, of Boston—whom the Directors allege 
to have displayed the most gross incompetency in 
its direction. It is asserted by some ef those who 
own stock that Mr. Plumber engineered an ar- 
rangement by which the company was induced to 
indorse largely for the United States Patents Com- 
pany, of which Mr. Plumber was ‘Treasur- 
er. and in which F. Shaw & Brothers 
were largely interested. These indorsements, 
being almost immediately fellowed by the 
failure ef the Shaws and of the United States 
Patents Company, caused entanglements which 
recently resulted in attachments being placed 
upon the property of the Humpton Company by 
F, A. Wyman, the Shaw and patents company as- 
eyece. Owing to the “management” of the 
affairs of the company while their available work- 
ing capital had been nearly or quite all expended, 
little or no effort was made by the general agent 

place the goods upon the market, and the sales 
were not sufficient to cover the running expenses. 
As a consequence the credit of the company 
among business men was ruined by the public an- 
nouncement of these suits and attachments. 
“Rex Magnus” is now seeking new stockholders on 
business principles and management.

ELDRIDGE ¥F. JOHNSON’S MURDER. 
FUNERAL OF THE VICTIM AND WORK OF THE 
CORONER AND DETECTIVE. 


Maprison, Conn., Dec. 6.—One of the most 
conspicuous persons at the funeral of Eldridge F. 
Johnson, the North Madison farmer whose muti- 
lated body was found on his charcoal pit last 
Monday, was John Whipper, the young man whose 
name is popularly mentioned as the probable 
murderer. He assumed an injured air all 
day when spoken to about his doings 
on Sunday and Sunday night, and refused to 
speak of the ease in any way. He took an uncle 
of the murdered man tothe scene of the tragedy 
and pointed out the places where he sald the first 


blow was supposed to have been struck. Tho 
other of the suspects, William Downs, has not left 
his house since the day of the murder. With a 
wonderful exertion ef will power, he has suo- 
ceeded in abstaining from drink since the murder. 
He asserts that the blood stains found upon his 
coat and ters and trousers were ehicken blood, 
and that he received the epatters on his clothes 
a week ago last Monday while killing a chicken 
thet he bad bought from one of the neighbors. 

Coroner Silliman and the New-York deteetive 
spent all day yesterday and part of to-day closeted 
with Downs and his wife, and putting them 
through a most exhaustive examination. Not 
oply the blood-ttained trousers of Downs have 
now been given to Prof. M. C. White, of Yale Col- 
lege, for microscopical examination, but those parts 
of his shoes and coats which were blood-bezpat- 
tered were cut out and handed over to Mr. White. 

A reporter called upon the Downses to-day before 
the Coroner’s visit. They had been forbidden by 
the Coroner to talk to reporters, Downs is a man 
about 40 years of age and light complexion, blue 
eyes, medium height, and the nervous twitch- 
ing natural to a man who is trying to 
deprive himself of his ordinary large 
qeanty of drink. In answer to questions 

own said, “ You seo Iam a man who drinks eon- 
siderably, and on that and other aceonnts the 
neighbors, I suppese, have suspected me because I 
am a drunkard.” 

“When did you seo John Whipper last before 
the murder?” 

“ He called in there Sunday afternoon but did 
not stay till supper. We did not talk about the 
Jobnson folks. I forgot whatjwe did talk of. Iam 
positive we did not speak of the Johnsons. Why 
should we? I didn’t know Eldridge except by 


The name of Charles Collins, a young man 17 
years of age, has been mentioned as probably con- 
cerned in the murder. This morning he denied 
the accusation, claimed to have been at home ail 
Sunday night, and acknowledged having visited 
the coal pit of Eldridge F. Johnson, the murdered 
man, on Sunday last, 

t the seene of the murder, about a mile and a 
half further up the road, were found this inorning 
a number of well-dressed strangers inspecting the 
interior of Johnson's hut and the vicinity of his 
charcoal pit. Neither the axe nor the lantern have 
yet been found, The fire still burns and the pools 
of blood are yet visible. The Coroner and the de- 
tective lookea about the spot this noon, called 
Whipper aside, and again cross-examined him. It 
is quoted as a strange fact that Sunday afternoon 
before leaving the house Whipper asked for his 
rations in sufticlent quantity to supply him until 
the Tuesday following. Whipper did not again 


| appear at the Johnson homestead until Monday

ternoon, after he had been informed that John- 
son had been murdered. He expressed much sur- 
prise at the murder and hurried home.

THE FARMBES' CONGRESS.

AGAINST SPEOULATIVE INSURANUE. 

READING, Penn, Dec. 6.—A brisk war is 
being carried on againat assigned insurance poll- 
cies inthe Lebanon Valley. By a recent decision 
of the Supreme Court the heirs of deceased poor 
people who were insured for large amounts are 
enabled to bring suit and recover the money paid 
on the insurance policies. The plan heretofore 


pursued by the speculators was this: Rich men 
would induce poor children of aged poor people 
to insure their parents for large amounts, some- 
times for as much as $6,000. Being unable to 
keep up the premium they transferred the policies 
to the rich speculators, who had no insurance in- 
terests.

EXPLOSION OF A STOVE. 
CasTLETON, N. Y., Dec. 6.—Mrs. Warren

FOR CONFEDERATE SOLDIERS. 
AN INDIRECT WAY OF PENSIONING MEN 
WHO FOUGHT AGAINST THE UNION. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 6.—Gov. McDaniel is 
now ready to pay to maimed Confederate soldiers 
amounts to which they are entitled under the 
law on account of loss of limbs. The 
Constitution provides that the State may 
levy a tax to supply limbs to such Confederate 
soldiers in the State who had lost an arm or 
leg in the Confederate service. In 1879 the Legis- 
lature, in accordance with that part of the Const!- 
tution, passed a bill to provide maimed soldiers with 


limbs, or in case the soldier preferred to supply 
themseives toallow them money, as follows: For 
loss of leg above the knee, $100; for loss of leg be- 
low the knee, $75; fer loss of arm 
above the elbow, $60: for loss of arm 
below the elbow, $40. This money was to be paid 
every five years. There were 987 applicants for 
benefits under the bill and only a few were 
rejected. Tho law provided that such Con- 
federate soldiers as were residents of the 
State on the 20th day of September, 1879, 
the date of passage of the act,should be entitled to 
the sums named, so that soldiers from adjoin- 
ing States who had moved to Georgia got 
the full benefit of the law. It was found, however, 
that the law did not cover all cases which 
it was intended it shonld cover. Some Georgians 
who had enlisted and served, and who should have 
heen entitled to the benefits of the law, were 
deprived of them by reason of their having 
been out of the State at the time the act 
was passec. In order to bring them In an act was 
popes including that class of Confederates who 

ad enlisted from Georgia, but who were out of 
the State at the time the original act was passed, 
but who subsequently returned and are now resi- 
dents of the State. There were some beneficiaries 
under this last named act. 

At a recent session of the Legislature a bill was 
passed amending the original act by striking out 
five years and inserting three years, so as to have 
a division every three years. Under that act a man 
who has lost aleg above the knee will receive $33 33 
every year. While this sum is about what would 
be required to supply a man with an artificial limb 
of the most approved style, many men do not use 
fine limbs, but, being poor, shift along as best 
they can and use the money for other purposes. 
It is in fact a small pension indirectly given, as 
the State is prohibited from pepsioning soldiers 
directly.@The last time payments were made the 
tota) amount paid out reached something 
near $7,000, and it is expected that the amount 
this time will not be far from that amount. Nota 
single individual who is entitled to money has 
failed to apply for it. Under the recent law the 
time has now come for a second deal.

MR. BLISS’S CRITICISMS. 


The political experience of Mr. GrorcE 
Buss should make him a very competent 
critic in all matters pertaining to party or- 
ganization. Some of his suggestions to the 
Chairman of the Committee of Eighteen 
are at least worthy of thoughtful considera- 
tion. It seems to be tolerably certain that 
seven hours is not a long enough time in 
which to take the vote of an entire Assem- 
bly district at a single polling place. At 
the regular elections ten hours are 
allowed for voting and the election 
districts are limited to 400 voters 
each. In some of the Assembly districts 
from 1,800 to 2,000 Republicans have been 
enrolled, and the inevitable result of at- 
tempting to take the vote at a single polling 
place, even if the whole day and evening is 
allowed for it, will be crowding and confu- 
sion during the later hours. The probable 
effect will be the massing of voters to give 
advantage to a clique and the crowding out 
of their opponents. The proper remedy isa 
number of polling places proportioned to the 
number of names on the rolls, as there are 
manifest objections to continuing the voting 
beyond a single day. 

There is also value in the suggestion that 
the District Committees and the district del- 
egates in the County Committee should 
vary in number according to the num- 
ber of Republican voters to be rep- 
resented. But Mr. Burss’s criticisms and 
suggestions are s0 numerous and so per- 
tinent as to raise new doubts as to whether 
the plan of reorganization is to prove work- 
able. The radical cure for the evils of the 
caucus system is a preliminary election held 
under all the sanctions of law for the selec- 
tion of the candidates and delegates of all 
parties. 


STILL DWINDLING. 


Every new publication of statistics relat- 
ing to our foreign commerce shows that 
our ocean carrying trade is slowly ap- 
proaching the vanishing point. Mr. Nrm- 
mo shows in. his. annual report that 
during the last fiscal year the tonnage of 
American vessels entering at our ports was less 
by nearly 134,0C0 tons than the year before. 
The Chamber of ,Commerce report shows 
that of our total foreign commerce only 
about one-sixth is carried on by American 
vessels, while fully five-sixths gives employ- 
ment to the vessels of other countries. Since 
1856 the proportion of tonnage of American 
vessels trading with American ports has 
dwindled from 714 per cent. to about 20 per 
cent., while that of foreign vessels has in- 
creased to nearly 80 per cent. Of course the 
decay of ship-building has kept pace with 
the decline in the use of American ships. 
Last year we built only about 40,000 tons of 
iron ships, largely for the protected coast 
trade, while in Great Britain more than 650,- 
000 tons were built. 

These figures, so far as their significance 
goes, are quite familiar. The only thing 
new about them is that they show no sign 
of recovery, but rather indicate a continued 
decline. We have had investigations of 
causes and statements of remedies in abun- 
dance, but the one thing still wanting is 
action which will afford reiief. It is dis- 
tinctly relief and not stimulation which our 
shipping interests need. They are so bur- 
dened that they cannot flourish. There are 
men who advocate bounties and subsidies 
and say that our shipping cannot’ revive 
without them. But we cannot be sure 
of .this{ until we try. If a strong 
man is bound hand and foot and 
loaded with weights, it is absurd to talk 
about administering stimulants to ena- 
ble him to stand on his feet and run a race. 
Set him free and he may be weak at first, 
but he will; have a chance to recover his 
strength. It is possible that with extrava- 
gant bounties on ship-building and generous 
subsidies for the carrying trade we might 
overcome the disadvantages which we have 
put upon our shipping interests, but a more 
sensible course would be to remove the dis- 
advantages and see what they could do with- 
out other help. 

It is certain that the opportunity for a 
profitable use of ships must come before we 
can hope to make any headway in build- 
ing ships for ourselves. Under our laws 
as they exist it is doubtful if our merchants 
could afford to use American vessels in for- 
eign trade if they were given to them, to say 
nothing of liberty to buy them where they 
are cheapest. In this State the local tax 
on vessels employed in foreign trade Shas 
been abolished for a term of years, but it 
does no good, because the national burdens 
remain. The restrictions upon the employ- 
ment and discliarge of seamen, heavy ton- 
nage dues, and a multiplicity of consular 
and other fees, make it impossible for 
American ships to compete with those of 
nations which have a more liberal policy. 
Moreover, the cost of building vessels in 
this country is greatly enhanced by duties 
on nearly all the materials used in their con- 
struction. We cannot build successfully in 
competition with other countries while these 
remain. 

Three general measures of relief are 
needed before our shipping interests will 
have a chance to revive. Antiquated re- 
: frictions upon the carrying trade should be 
removed; the taxing of materials for ship- 
building should cease, and those who de- 
sire to apply capital and enterprise to 
ocean transportation should be allowed to 
acquire vessels in any market and 
have them registered here. We should 
then find out whether or not Americans can 


compete successfully in the carrying trade 
of the world. Our distinguished represent- 
ative, Mr. Cox, has given much thought 
and effort to this problem heretofore. As 
he is not to be burdened at the present ses- 
sion of Congress with the duties of the 
Speaker’s chair, we may look to him to re- 
new his efforts with better hope of success.

CHARTER REFORM. 


Mr. J. Hamppen Ross, in a sensible talk 
with areporter, has lately given his pro- 
gramme of charter reform in this City. It has 
the great merit of simplicity. ‘‘ I would give 
the Mayor,’’ he says, ‘‘the next Mayor elected 
after so amending the charter, power to ap- 
point and remove heads of departments with- 
out concurrent action of the Aldermen or 
any one else. Iam in favor of single-head- 
ed commissions to be appointed by the 
Mayor. The Controller, however, I would 
have elected. The City election should be 
held ata time when voters have no other 
question to distract their minds, 

There is something to be said for a sepa- 
rate charter election and something to be 
said for an election of the Controller, 
although the election of a Controller on the 
same ticket with the Mayor does not really 
provide much of an additional safeguard 
against waste. ‘The real check is the Board 
of Estimate, which has, upon the whole, 
worked tolerably well. There may, how- 
ever, be reasons for securing the Controller 
against arbitrary removal by the Mayor 
which do not exist in the cases of heads of 
executive departments. 

The gist of Mr. Ross’s programme is the 
familiar suggestion, which has been repeat- 
ed by orgaus of both parties and of neither 
party, that the Mayor should have his re- 
sponsibility for the government of the City 
made real and left undivided. It is now 
shared by the Board of Aldermen, and the 
notion of holding the Board of Aldermen 
responsible for anything is merely gro- 
tesque. The substantial powers of that 
body have one after another been taken 
away, in spite of arguments about the im- 
portance of ‘‘a co-ordinate branch,’’ as a 
result of the instinct of preservation im- 
planted in the human breast. Every- 
body understands that the more power 
you give to men chosen as the Al- 
dermen are in a community like this, 
the more mischief, they will do and the 
more money they will cost. Their real 
powers now are the power of obstructing the 
Mayor and the power of granting permis- 
sion to.various incumbrances of the streets 
which ought not to be permitted. Having 
been unfaithful over many things, they were 
made rulers over a few things. Now that 
they have been extremely unfaithful over 
these few things, the obvious course is to 
make them rulers over nothing. 

In fact, if the power of obstructing the 
Mayor were taken away from the board, that 
body would obviously be without any fur- 
ther excuse for existing, since nobody can pre- 
tend that the authorization of nuisances and 
the occasional effusion of patriotic eloquence 
are worth the price we pay for them directly, 
to say nothing of what they cost us indi- 
rectly. Laying the axe at the root of the 
mischief would also have the good result of 
reducing the Board of Estimate to three 
members, and thereby preventing the possi- 
bility of a dead-lock in that body. 


INTEROON VERTIBLE BEASTS. 


Baltimore is in a good deal of trouble con- 
cerning the alleged mutilation of two mar- 
ble beasts which decorate the Calvert-street 
bridge. Who mutilated’ the beasts and 
what was the object of the probable mis- 
creant are questions which now agitate the 
Baltimoreans almost to the exclusion of the 
original question as to the nature of the 
beasts themselves. 

When the marble beasts were first placed 
on the bridge a warm discussion arose as to 
their precise character, and presently Balti- 
more was divided into four parties—those 
who held that the beasts were lions, those 
whosaid that they were cats, those who main- 
tained that they were poodles, and those 
who pretended that they were griffins. 

It was the sculptor’s impression that the 
beasts were lions. It is true that he could 
give no conclusive reasons for this impres- 
sion, but he nevertheless insisted upon call- 
ing them lions. The lion party made up in 
vigor of assertion what it lacked in the way 
of evidence, and insisted that the fact that 
the beasts were ideal and not practical lions 
was the reason why they did not resemble 
the ordinary lion of menageries. On the 
other hand, the partisans of the cat, 
poodle, and griffin theories were equally 
positive in their assertions, and though they 
could produce little evidence in behalf of 
their pet theories, they were undoubtedly right 
in asserting that the beasts, whatever else 
they might resemble, did not resemble lions. 

There was, nevertheless, one clue to the 
meaning of the Calvert-street beasts. Their 
tails were distinctly leonine. Of course, 
one tail does not make a lion, but still the 
Jeonine tails gave some little satisfaction to 
the supporters of the leonine theory. The 
other night the two tails were secretly 
broken off and carried away, and no clue to 
the culprits has yet been found. 

Suspicion was at first directed against 
the local Irishmen, on the ground that they 
might have regarded the beasts as represent- 
atives of the notorious British lion. It is, 
however, conceded that no Irishman could 
have mistaken the beasts for lions and that 
most of the Baltimore Irishmen belonged to 
the griffin party. It was then alleged that 
the tails had been carried off by the lion 
party in order to place them in Gen. Dr CEs- 
noLa’s hands with instructions to restore 
them so that they would be complete 
and unmistakable lions. This theory, how- 
ever, is untenable for the reason that Gen. 
Dr Cesnona is just now too fully occupied 
to execute any commissions for restoring 
sculptures. ‘Then it was suggested that the 
cat party had removed the tails, and thus 
transformed the beasts into Manx cats. 
This, again, 1s improbable, since no one 
had pretended that the beasts were Manx 
cats, and hence the cat party would have 
gained nothing by converting them into 

Manx cats. The pretense that the tails 
were removed in order that they might be 
replaced with poodles’ or griffins’ tails is 
made by the opponents of the poodle and 
griffin parties, but as yet there is no evidence 
to sustain it. 

The true explanation of the incident is un- 
doubtedly this: The city authorities have 
removed the tails with a view of making 
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the marble beasts susceptible of variation, 
and of thus satisfying all parties. All that 
is needed to carry out this plan is a series of 
different tails. When the original tails are 
in position the lion party will be satisfied; 
when they are replaced with unquestionable 
poodles’ tails the poodle party will have its 
turn of satisfaction. But griffins’ tails will 
turn the beasts into plausible criffins, and 
without *tails they will be accepted as 
probable Manx cats. An able sculptor is 
now engaged in making a pair of eagles’ 
tails, so that on national holidays the Cal- 
vert-street beasts can be changed into birds 
of freedom, and it is very probable that the 
experiment of adding fishes’ tails to the 
beasts will be made, so that they can be con- 
verted into mermaids. 

Baltimore’s interconvertible beasts will 
thus be the most useful and valuable pieces 
of sculpture in the country, and will be fully 
equal to half adozen distinct and separate 
beasts, It is thought that a like system 
could be applied to our statues of public 
men in Washington, so that one statue 
could be made to represent successively a 
dozen great men simply by a change of 
head. This system is highly thonght of by 
Mr. HouMan as a measure of economy, 
and will doubtless receive the warm support 
of Democratic lovers of art.

The question of transferring unexpended 
balances caused a warm discussion in the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
yesterday, to which an unnecessarily per- 
sonal turn was given by the waspishness of 
President Remy, of the Board of Alder- 
men. If Mr. Rermuy is so quick to 
shoulder the -responsibility for whatever 
abuses are credited to the influence of Tam- 
mauy Hall, he is likely to have a pretty 
heavy load to carry. The practice of trans- 
ferring unexpended balances of the appro- 
priations for a department in one year to its 
use in subsequent years appears to have the 
sanction of law, but it is neverthe- 
less subject to great abuse and pro- 
motes looseness both in making estimates 
and in disposing of appropriations. It 
certainly ought to be checked and carefully 
kept within limits. The source of evil 
in this matter is the same that permeates the 
whole municipal administration, a lack of 
responsibility in the heads of depart- 
ments and of honesty in the methods of con- 
ducting the public business. Until some- 
body can be held toa strict responsibility, 
it will be impossible to stop practices which 
lead to extravagance. 





The Executive Department at Austin, Texas, 
has been thrown into positive hysterics by a com- 
munication received from an enterprising gentle- 
man in St. Paul, Minn. The writer asks for em- 
ployment as an immigration agent, and says that 
in his opinion it would be desirable for the State 
of Texas to employ tne energies of a few such men 
as himself to drum up settlers for ite as yet unin- 
habited territory. “You are aware,” the writer 
gracefully adds in conclusion, “that your State 
hasahard name, and unless you push immigra- 
tion it will be a long time before you get desirable 
settiers.”” Upon reading this precious document 
it is said that the Governor was affected to tears 
and that the members of the Capitol Board re- 
marked with anguish that the Lone Star State had 
never been so grossly insulted. If the author of 
the epistle had been present it is safe to say that 
not only the floor of the Executive Chamber but 
the street outside would have been literally wiped 
up with him. The Governor, finding himself too 
agitated for words, handed the letter over to the 
Secretary of the board, who answered it with grave 
severity. ‘* Your assertions,” began the Seoretary, 
“are cruel, harsh, and unjust. If they were pub- 
lished they would east a universal gloom over 
the length and breadth of our magnificent Com- 
monwealth.” It regard to settling Texas, the Sec- 
retary concludes by referring his correspondent to 
certain well-cnown persons in Austin who will 
“settle” him should he ever visit the State with 
the “hard name.” The uncalled-for severity of 
the gentleman from St. Paul will be reprehended 
by every fair-minded person. A general impression 
seems to exist among the inhabitants of the effete 
East that the two characteristios which particu- 
larly distinguish the citizens of Texas are an appe- 
tite fer gore and a constitutional dislike for water. 
A vulgar notion prevails that there are three classes 
of citizens in Texas—greasers, ranchmen, and cow- 
boys—who are perpetually hunting for one an- 
other’s scalps and guzzling bad whisky. The 
greater part of the Lone Star State is supposed to 
be a howling wilderness, the inhabitants of which 
are always gunning for strangers,even going so 
far as to shoot them off the platforms of the trains 
at railway stations like snipe. The gentleman 
from St. Paul has probably derived his impressions 
of Texas from an earnest study of popular dime

STEINWAY HALL. 

Mr. David Bimberg, a young and evidently 
ambitious violinist, gave @ concert at Steinway 
Hall last evening before a very large and kindly 
audience. Mr. Bimberg, it may be stated at once, 
is a player whose work is, as yet, tentative, whose 
abilities have not been fully developed, but who 
gives promise of good things to come. Technically 
he is irregular, being accomplished in some 
parts of his mechanism and slovenly la others. 
His bow-arm is strong and well educated. 
His staccatto bowing is brilliant and sparkling. 
His tone is fairly broad and full and at times truly 
sympathetic. Onthe other hand, his stopping ia 
rapid passages is by no means certain, and his 
treatment of chords approaches the unintelligible. 
His legato playing is neat and smooth. Of the fire 
and spirit of an artist he displayed only 
oceasional flashes, but in these flashes lay 
the hope for his future. He yet iacks 
the artist’s judgment and feeling, and 
is far too deeply imbued with the virtuoso’s eager- 
ness for mere effect. The true master is never con- 
tent with such compositions as are designed mere- 
ly to exhibit the capacity of the instrument and 
the accomplishment of the player. He selects 
those which, like the Mendeissohn concerto. search 
all the resources of the instrument for ade- 
quate expression of noble ideas. This is 
an old and well-known trath which Mr. 
Bimberg has overlooked. When he bas learned 
it, he will not make a specialty of such works asa 
theme, with variations, by Wieniawski, a “ Bal- 
lade et Polonaise de Concert” by Vieuxtemps, ora 
“Caprice de Concert” by Mr. David Bimberg. And 
when he has learned this he will have removed a 
serious obstacle to his artistic growth. He was as- 
sisted last evening by Miss Ida Klein, soprano; Mr. 
W. Balk, ’oellist; E. A. Wunsch, baritone: Oscar

THE JAVA KARTHQUAKE. 


THE WONDERFUL SIGHT A SEA CAPTAIN 


SAYS HE SAW. 

Boston, Dev. 6.—The bark William H. 
Besse, Capt. Baker, from Manila May 5, via Bata- 
via, which arrived here to-day, brings an interest- 
ing story of the Java earthquake. She reports 
that on Ang. 27 Babie Island bearing north by 
west, distant five miles, at daylight noticed a heavy 
bank rising from the westward, the barometer 
suddenly falling to 29.40. Some time af- 


terward the barometer suddenly rose at one 
jump to 30.70. Had everything furled and had 
no sooner let gothe port anchor when heavy show- 
ers of sand and ashes began falling about neon-time. 
Then it beeame darker than the darkest night, the 
wind blowing a perfect hurricane and the sea 
being perfectly smooth. A heavy rumbling like 
thunder was heard continually. The sky was 
lighted by flashes of lightning, and a strong smell 
of sulphur pervaded the air, making it difficult to 
breathe. Altogether it formed one of the wildest 
and most awful experiences imaginable. The tide 
was setting strongly tothe westward throughout 
the gale at a rate of 14 knots. 

The sky became clearer at3 P. M., though the 
ashes continued to fall. On Aug. 29, while passing 
through the Straits of Sunda, we saw a large num- 
ber of dead bodies, and the water for miles was 
covered with trees and ashes, the sea for 600 miles 
being a field of lava. 

Nov. 27, latitude 35° 5’ north, longitude 74° 28’ 
west, took a hurrieane from north-north-east, with 
tremendous seas running, lasting three days, dur- 
ing which had decks swept and the eabin flooded 
with water. Everything movable was wasked 
away.

IN THE COURTS PUR SIXTY YEARS. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Dec. 6.—A case that has 


been litigated for 60 years—that of Armstrong’ 


against Crandin—has just been sent back from the 
Supreme Court of the State to the Probate Court 
of Hamilton County. The contest grew out of 
disagreements in tho distribution of the estate of 
John H. Piatt, who died in 1821. The estate in- 
cluded a large claim against the Government for 


supplies furnished to the Army of the North- 
west during the war of 1812. This claim 
has been before half a dozen Congresses 
and was finally referred to the Court of Claims 
for adjudication. The decision being against the 
plaintiff, the case was taken to the Supreme Court, 
when, after another long delay, a favorable deci- 
sion was secured. The case then came back to the 
Probate Court of this county, and a distribution of 
the estate was asked. Then a new heir putin an 
appearance, and the ease went through the Com- 
mon Pleas Court and finally through the Supreme 
Court of the State upon the question of the legality 
of bis claim. A decision in his favor having been 
rendered. the case now comes back to the Probate 
Court, where it started 60 years ago. Four dis- 
tinguished lawyers engaged in the ease—Wykoff 
Piatt, Judge K. P. Reed, Samuel F. Vinton and 
Thomas Ewing, Sr.—have died. Tnree of the four 
original heirs have also died since the case was be- 


gun.

SaLt Laxe City, Utah, Dec. 6.—The News, 
the Mormon organ, says in a leading article: “ The 
President’s message will be hailed by the hireling 
clergy with pleasure, and will reeeive an amount 
of popular support. It is not shewn in what 
way the destruction of our local Government 


would affect the question of polygamy. The 
plural marriages of the Mormons are not reecog- 
nized by the Territorial laws, and could not be 
dissolved by commissions, by edicts. by armies, 
or other earthly power. They are ecclesiastical, 
perpetual, and eternal. Until the Mormons be- 
come recreant to their faith with high heaven, 
these unions will be recognized by the Almighty 
Being who established them for the benefit of His 
people and the fullness of His glory, The Presi- 
dent’s remarks on Utah polygamy will not add 
foree to his message nor credit to his statesman- 
ship.

Appeals to-da¥. The principal argument was mInade 
by ex-Secretary of State William M. Evarts, who 
maintained that the statute was void and 
ineffective. He appeared with ex-Judge A. J. 
Dittenhoefer and Morris 8. Wise for the ; 
relater in the case, David A, Paul. The 
latter is one of the manufacturers whose busi- 
ness was obstructed by the enforcement of the act. 
He had been placed under arrest for resisting it 
and held to answer at the General Sessions Court. 
The question raised in the court below was as te 
the constitutionality of the act of the Legis- 
lature. It appears that Paul, with his fam- 
Dy, oceupied the connected rooms on one mde 


eof the middie hallway in the fourth 

of the house No. 375 East Eighth-street, in woe 
York City. This suite of rooms runs from the 
front to the rear of house. The rear room, with 
windows opening to the air, was used as a kitchen 
and diniag-room. There were two rooms used as 


sleeping apartments, provided with windows 


opening on the hallway. Next wasa rocm at the 
front of the house with windows opening to the 
street. In this room Paul carried on his work. He 
asserts that the act prohibiting the making of 
cigars in tenement-houses deprives him of rights 
and privileges whieh, antecedent to its passage, 
he was in possession and enjoyment of and which 
are secured to him and other citizens of the State, 
rights and privileges which the act itself leaves un- 
impaired to the great mass of citizens of the State. 

Mr. Evarts argued that the State had no authori- 
ty to interfere with the private pursuits of its 
citizens whether they involved the manufacture of 
cigars or other able commodity. It was an 
infringement which the law could not tolerate. He 
made the point that it was in fact much preferable 
for girls and children to be employed inthe so- 
called tenements rather than in the factories 
where they were brought into contact with vicious 
associations and numerous temptations. 

Ex-Judge Samuel Hand, of:the Court of Appeals, 
made the argument against Mr. He 
that such a prohibition is simply an exercise of the 
police power of the State. The hes 
unlimited power to make police regulations, in- 
cluding health laws, except as restrained by the 
Constitution. There is no provision of either 
the State or United States Constitutions direct- 
ly restraining or specially applicable to, or 
regulating or limiting the exercise of, the 
State. The law was similar in its bearings to those 
prohibiting the trade of buteners in certain parts 
of a city, prohibiting the erection of wooden 
buildings, prohibiting burials in the city, and other 
measures of a like nature. Theact is not un- 
constitutio: as. in contravention of section 10, 
Article 1 of the Federal Constitution, it does not 
impair the obligation of contracts, nor aces this 
act violate Article V. of the amendments 
to the Constitution. It does not deprive 
any one of property without due process 
of law, nor does it take private property for 
public use without due compensation. He also 
supported by authorities the arguments that see- 
tion 16, Articie IIL. of tne State Constitution is not 
violated in regard to the point raised by the appel- 
lant’s counsel that the manufacture of cigars in 
tenement-houses is not injurious to the publis 
health. He maintained that the question coula not 
be passed on by the courts, as it was a matter ex- 
elusively within the control of the Legislature. 
Associated with Judge Hand were Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney John Vincent, John H. Strahan, and

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THE DWIGHT INSURANCE CASE. 


A MOTION FOR A NON-SUIT DENIED BY THR 
COURT. 

Norwicu, N. Y., Dec. 6.—Mr. Newton con- 
tinued his argument for the plaintiffs against the 
motion for a non-suit in the Dwight case. The 
only remaining point was that in regard to the 
pending applications. He ciaimed that the ques- 
tion did not refer to pending applications but to 
applications disposed of by the companies and 
where Dwight had been rejected. He argued that 
the first letter to the defendant from Hermats gave 
that company notice that Dwight wanted $100,000. 
Mr. Newton closed by saying tha all of these 
questions were fairly and truthfully answered by 
Walton Dwight and ought to gototbe jury for 
their verdict. Attorney-General Russell followed, 
arguing that upon the payment of $83 foran insu- 
rance of $15,000 within three months, the beirs de- 
manded the $15,000 and claimed that they were en- 
titled to it on the truthfulness of Dwignt’s 
answers. According to the claim of the 
defendants, this policy, on. account of 
the falsity of these answers, never had a 
valid ineeption. much !ess then should it be consid- 
ered valid now. In to the occupation, 
there was no evidence that Dwight had ever been 
a grain-dealer, as he bad answered in the applica- 
tion. The falsity of this question alone was 
enough for the eourt to order a verdict for the de- 
fendant. He argued that the spitting of blood was 
not a disease, but the result or disease. Dwight 
concealed this spitting of blood for the purpose of 
obtaining insurance to the amount of $20,000. and 
in answering this rr he deliberately lied. 
The evidence showed Dwight’s admission of spit- 
ting blood from the lungs, and the quaStity of 
blood seen by Forsman at Williamsport could not 
come from the mouth, teeth, or nose, while the 
nodules on the lungs showed the result of such 

bleeding. . In regard to the;answer about the sale 
of liquors, counsel said that the answer was an un- 
qualifiea denial of any such sale. 

The caurt said his mind was settled as to all 
other points, but this one about the sale of Hquors 
troubled him and he wished to hear that argued. 
Mr. Russeil answered that Dwight made the saie 
of liquors erough of a business to have bottles 
made with * Dwight House,‘Binghamton,” stamped 
on them. 2 

Continuing, counsel said that Dwight ought to 
have stated in his application the numerous appli- 
cations which he had sent out to various com- 
panies; by not doing this there was a clear breach 
of seerentes and the policy ought to De eonsidered 
void. 

Judge Follett denied the motion for a non-suil 
in the following words: ‘* Considering the great 
length of thistrial and the large nnmber of facets 
which are involved, I think the case should goto 
the jury. Thereisa law by which ft ts provided 
that the court may ask of a jury specific questicns 
forthem to answer; such questions I propose ta 
ask of this jury. I do not intend that this cage 
shall goto them in alump. The questions of the 
existing insurance and the pending applications 
issued at the time of the Germania application are 
questions of law forthe court. Now, gentlemen, 
if you wish to meet and decide upon the specific 
auestions for the jury I will give you the rest of 
the afternoon to do so. If you cannot agree among 
yourselves upon the questions to be submitted | 
shall decide upen them myself.”

There would probably be no trouble in rais- 
ing the subscription for the pedestal of the Bar 
tholdi statue if public sentiment was strongly 
aroused. Thatitisnot by the generous gift of a 
stranger and the prospect of a commanding orna- 
ment for the harbor is, we imagine, due to some 
extent to an unconscious and unavowed feeling 
that the whole affair is somewhat ridiculous, and 
that the statue, if put up, might not appeal to ar- 
tistictaste. Theidea of symbolic statuary is rather 
losing favor, and the spectacie of a colossal! figure of 
‘Liberty Enlightening the World,” in New-York 
Harbor, is not so grateful to our pride as it would 
once have been.

tholdi is a generous one and its purpose a grateful 
evidence of international amity, it is a /ittle theat- 
riea! and fustian in its impression, and there is an 
unacknowledged doubt about its ‘ornament and 
utility which discourages the subscriptions.

ATTRIBUTED T0 THE ALASKAN VOLCANO, 
From the San Francisco Call, Nov. 29, 

A gentleman who is greatly interested in 
science, and who has given considerable attention 
to the subject of atmospheric phenomena states 
that the recent peculiar sunsets are, without much 
doubt, due to the late volcanic eruption in Alaska. 


Ashes from that eruption have been carried. all 
over Japan and beyond, and similar coloring of the 
skies has been observed there. During the erup- 
tion iu Java similar coloring was exhibited in aif- 
ferent parts of the world, and as.far’ east as Pan- 
ama. The beauty of many of the Italian sunsets 
are held to be due to ashes from volcanoes and to 
dust from the desert. Our own sunsets, therefore, 
are supposed to have been eaused by the particles 
of ashes coming from the Alaskan voleano. These 
are carried in the upper currents of the air, and 
form, as it were, a canopy. In the ordinary pos!- 
tion the sunlight passes through this stratum with- 
out producing a visitNe effect, but when the light 
is below the stratum,’as at sunrise or sunset, and 
the rays strike the under surface of the ash-laden 
current, the solid particles form an extended re 
flecting surface. The sunlight is thus throw2 
back upon the earth, and causes the beautiful saw 

sets whieh have been so much admired.

REDUCING COMMUTATION RATES.

A OLAIM BY CANADIAN INDIANS. 


THE CAYUGA INDIANS SUE FOR PAYMENT 


OF AN ANNUITY. 

BurFALo, N. Y., Dec. 6.—The new State 
Board of Claims is holding its first business ses- 
sion in this city this week. The presiding Com- 
missioner, the Hon. Lyman H. Northup, of Sandy 
Hill, Washington County, and his associates, the 
Hons. George M. Beebe, of Monticello, Sullivan 
County, and Henry F. Allen, ef Buffalo, occupy 
the beneh, James A. Dennison represents 
the Attorney-General. A good many cases 
are brought before the beard whieh have 
been handed down from the old Board 


of Canal Appraisers, but few of them are of public 
interest. One case, however, has been before the 
board two days and that attracts some attention. 
It is a suit brought by that portion of the Cayuga 
Nation of Indians living in Canada to recover, 
with interest, a part of an annuity of $2,300, 
which the State agreed to pay them in the last 
century. The State has paid the annuity regularly 
to tribes of the Cayugas living in New-York and 
Ohio. The Canada Indians hold that as the ehief 
of the nation lives in Canada, ag well as the larger 
portion of the nation, the annuity, or at least a 
good part of it, should be paid to them. 

During the argument of the case to-day counsel 
produced a treaty written on deerskin and dated 
1796. It Wasan agreement between three agents 
of the State and a numberof Cayuga Indians. Up 
to 1809 counsel said, payments according to the 
treaty were regulariy made and indorsed on the 
back of the deer’s skin. But the next year, 
owing to the growing ill feeling over the impress- 
mentof Ameriean seamen by England, payment 
was refused. When the war of 1812 began the 
Canada Cayugas joined the British and fought 
against us. When the war was over, and the 
treaty of Ghent signed, it was agreed that the 
Indians shoud have thelr rights restored, but the 
payment has not since been made. The Indians 
have memorialized the Legislature, and asked the 
Attorney-General for payment te no purpose, 
Counsel argued that the Board of Claims should 
actin the matter. Deputy Attorney-General Den- 
nison argued againstthe payment. 


-BHOT BY A COLORED MAN. 


A WEALTHY FARMER PROBABLY FATALLY 
WOUNDED. 

WHITEWATER, Wis., Dec. 6.—Great excite- 
ment prevails here owing to the shooting of 
George B. Doubleday by John Smith, a colored 
maninhisemploy. The tragedy occurred yester- 
day afternoon at Mr. Doubleday’s residence, two 
miles south of this place. The negro has been in 
Mr. Doubleday’s service for three months past. 
Yesterday afternoon, according to the wounded 
man’s statement, he visited the barn where Smith 
was at work, when the latter drew a revolver and 
shot him without provocation. The ball entered 


the back to the left of the spinal column, and 
making a bad wound lodged below the twelfth rib, 
Dr. Judd was summoned, and after probing for 
the ball deeided that its removal was at present 
impossible, and that it was probably in the cavity 
ofthe abdomen. The negro fled, but a posse of 
citizens ran him to cover in a fence eorner, a baif- 
mile south of the Doubleday farm, aud placed him 
under arrest. He is now in jail here, and there 
are strong threats of lynching. 

It is stated that a dispute preceded the shoot- 
ing. growing out of Smith’s demand for wages. 
From words they came to blows. and during the 
mélée the shot was fired. The victim of this at- 
tempt at murder is lying in a precarious condi- 
tion, with little prospect of reeovery. He is well 
known as a wealthy farmer and the raiser of some 
of the finest live stock in the State.

CHASTISING A PUGILISTIO DENTIST. 

Keyport, N. J., Dec. 6.—A very- liveiy 
fracas took place here this morning between a 
young dentist of pugilistic proclivities—Dr. O. C. 
Bogardus, the only dentist in this place—and a 
restaurant proprietor by the name of J. K. Snow. 
The latter claims that Dr. Bogardus had insulted 


his wife, making indecent proposals to her. As 
soon es he heard of this Snow went 
cown the street, full of righteous indig- 
nation, to chastise him for it. Some time 
before Mrs. Snow went to Dr. Bogardus's 
office to seenre his professional services, and it was 
then that the alleged proposals were made. At 
their meeting on the street this morning Snow 
asked Bogardus why he had insuited his wife, and, 
at the denial of the latter that he had done so, he 
struck the doctor on the face. Snow says the 
doctor reached for his revolver, and to save him- 
self he struck him with a piece of board. Inthe 
fight the doctor. was very mush worsted, and 
Snow said that if he would apologize he would say 
no more about it. The pugilistic doctor 
flourished a revolver, saving he would shoot 
him, when they were separated. There 
are denials on both sides. Each declares the other 
drew a revolver, and the dentist denies insulting 
Mrs. Snow. The dentist says he has sentto Free- 
hold for the requisite papers, and will bring a 
civil suit against Snow, laying bis damages at 
$10.000. Snow will alse give the doctor a chance 
to disprove the alleged insult to his wife in court. 
The contestants have had a good standing in the 
community, so that much interest is felt over the 
occurrence.

AN INTERESTING POINT. 


FORMER OWNERS SEEKING f COMPENSATION 
FOR SLAVES EMANCIPATED. 

Sr. Lovurs, Mo., Dec. 6.—The Globe-Demo- 
crat states that prominent parties in Texas will 
soon begin a suit in the Court of Claims at Wasb- 
ington to recover the value of slayes emancipated 
during the late war. It is alleged that Texas was 
admitted into the Union under peculiar and differ- 
ent circumstances from any other State, and this 


action will be brought in good faith on the advice 
of some of the best lawyers in Texas, and without 
any idea of ereating political excitement. Nego- 
tiations for the annexation of Texas were begun 
during President Tyler’s Administration, and joint 
resolutions providing for its annexztion passed 
Congress and were approved by the President 
March 1, 1845. These resolutions contained condi- 
tions and guarantees, the most significant of which 
in regard to the present case is as follows: 

Section 3. New States of convenient size, not ex- 
ceeding four in number, in addition to the said State 
of Texas, and having sufficient population, may here- 
after, by the consent of said State, be formed out of 
the territory thereof, which shali be entitled to ad- 
mission under the provisions of the Federal Constitu- 
tion; and such States as may be formed out of that 
portion of said territory lying south of 36° 30’ north 
of the latitude eommonly known as the Missouri 
Compromise Line shail be admitted into the Union, 
with or without slavery. as the people of each State 
asking admission may desire. 

Texans took advantage of this, and in framing a 
State Constitution under which they would be 
willing to come into the Union they stretched the 
slavery guarantee toa limit which lawyers of the 
present day think makes the United States Govern- 
ment responsible for the loss of slave property. At 
the next Congress of the United States this Consti- 
tution was submitted, and provoked a long and 
bitter straggle, and it is noted that the clauses rn it 
upon which this litigation will be based were then 
pointed out as not only objectionable, but danger- 
ous, and virtually making Congress guarantee slave 
property.

IDEAL ART OF THE FICTION WRITER. 

George W. Cable, the novelist, spoke last 
evening on ** The Ideal Life and Art of the Fiction- 
ist” before the Nineteenth Century Club, which 
met atthe residence of Mrs) Courtlandt Palmer. 
Mr. Cable spoke of the elevating influence of liter- 


ary works on all classes and conditions of men, 
when pursued solely as an art work rather than 
as @& means for pecuniary benefit. He 
said there were no secrets in the 
work of the successful littérateur, and that inspira- 
tion, genius, or a brilliant education were not ne- 
cessary to the successful writer of fiction. This is 
shown, be beld, by the fact that of the 30 or 35 
eminently successful living writers of fiction only 
five or six are college graduates. What 
was needed to the ideal work of the 
writer was a knowledge of the virtuousness 
of life and the way in which to 
so successfully depict it, that in his depiction of 
character it shall make itself known and felt, with- 
out resorting for this effect tothe gigantic ideals 
of virtue of the past. Real virtue should be made 
to shine through the frailties of aetual life. He 
who portrays the moral life, God's hope, and the 
true beart will create the ideal novel for the ideal 
reader.

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PLANS FOR ELEVATED RAILWAYS. 
THR BRIEF TO BE SUBMITTED TO MAYOR 
LOW TO-DAY. 

This morning the New-York and Brooklyn 
Elevated Railway Company, which claims to be 
the lessee of the Brooklyn City Elevated, the 
Brooklyn Elevated and Atlantic Beach, and the 
Brooklyn and Coney Island Railway Companies, 
will submit to Mayor Low a brief, setting forth the 
present status of the company, its proposed route, 
and its financial ability to build the structure which 
it intends to ereet. This will state that the company 
will not attempt to cross the bridge with its cars 


until the city of Brooklyn and the public demand 
it. When they do, the company will pay for the 
privilege. Property-owners alopg the proposed 
routes are to be compensated, and a payment of 
$75,000 annually isto be made tothe city for the 
use of the streets. The company proposes to 
commence the construction of its roads within 
90 days after seouring the consent of the city, and 
to continue the work at the rate of a mile per 
month. Four places on the Board of Directors are 
to be tendered to the property-owners—one to 
represent Myrtle-avenus, one to represent Fulton- 
street, one to represent Court-street, and one to 
represent Atlantic-avenue. The company pro- 
fesses to have pienty of capital to carry out all it 
proposes, and will give a bond to thecity, after 
consent to build the various roads has Deen ob- 
—, guarantee a performance of the promises 
made. 

Gen. Gillmore, President of the Kings County 
Elevated Railway Company, has written to Mayor 
Low suggesting that the Common Council be first 
given an opportunity to pass upon the company’s 
application for a franchise. The object of this sug- 
gestion is to enable the Common Council 
to have jurisdiction of the matter, so that 
possible litigation may be avoided. The 
representatives of the company fear that if proof 
is first made to the Mayor and City Works 
Commissioner that the eompany has the consent 
of a majority of the property-owners, as required 
by the law of 1881, such proof woulda exclude the 
company from subsequently recognizing the au- 
thority of the Common Couneil te dispose of the 
right of way required. Then if the consent of the 
Mayor and Commissioner of Works were ob- 
tained the Common Council wonld probably appeal 
to the courts. Asthe Mayor was the first to sug- 
gest thatthe consent of the Common Council be 
obtained in order to avoid possible litigation, it is 
said that he and the City Works Commissioner will 
acquiesce in the proposed arrangement. The 
stockholders in the street car companies are op- 
posed to the Kings County Elevated Railroad 
scheme. They claim, it is said, that allthe rapid 
transit Brooklyn requires can be furnished by ap- 
plying electricity to the present surface ears asa 
motive power.

THE MONEY LEFT BY MAR@ARET TULLY. 

Margaret Tully, a single woman about 50 
yoars old, was admitted to St. Mary’s Hospital, in 
Brooklyn, on Aug. 21, suffering from cholera 
morbus. She died the following dav. For many 


years she had been a domestic servant in various 
families, and during her long term of employment 
had saved over $3,000. Atthe hospital two bank- 
books belonging to her were found. These showed 
deposits of $1,900 in the Bleecker-Street Savings 
Bank and $1,500 in the Brookiyn Savings Bank. 

The Public Administrator discovered that on the 
day when bir. Mott, the lawyer for Miss Elizabeth 
Smith, the dead woman's cousin and heir, applied 
to the Brooklyn Savings Bank for the money de- 
posited there, Bishop Loughlin drew it ont 
in the name of Margaret Tully. In jus- 
tification of this Bishop Leughlin produces an 
order, signed with Margaret Tully’s cross on 
the day she died, giving the $8,400 tothe church. 
The Bishop claims that it was a gift causa 
mortis, and that it was therefore perfeetly lecal, 
all the property disposed of being personal prop- 
erty.

TS RIGHT TO 7HB BOULEVARD. 
THE PROPOSED EXTENSION OF THE NINTH- 


AVENUE RAILROAD. 

Corporation Counsel George P. Andrews 
said yesterday that the reason he asked the police 
to disregard the order of any court or judge and 
arrest all persons attempting to lay the tracks of 
the Ninth-Avenue Railroad Company in the Boule- 
vard where the pavement was torn up between 
Sixty-fourth and Sixty-sixth streets, was because 
no ceurt or Judge had the right to make an order 
allowing the work to go on. If such on 
order had been made in the evening there 
would have been no chance to take an appeal 
or obtainastay of proceedings, and the tracks 


would have been laid before morning. The charter 
granted 20 years ago said the railroad company 
could go up the Bloomingdale road to the junction 
with Tenth-avenue at Seventy-second-street when- 
ever “ required’? by the Common Council. The 
Council authorized the work a year ago. The 
Bloomingdale road was 64 feet wide. It waa laid 
out under the Colonial laws 150 yearsago. From 
Fifty-ninth-street to Eighty-seventh the Boulevard, 
which was 150 feet wide, included the road, which 
lay in some places on the east side and in 
others on the west. Between Sixty-fourth and 
Soventy-second streets, the old Bloomingdale road 
was entirelyon the west side of the Boulevard. 
When the railroad company secured judgment 
against the City, it began construction and con- 
tinued for over a block on the east side, or the 

art now formed by the Bloomingdale road, 

ut acquired from private individuais in 
the laying out of the Boulevard. The 
tracks nevercould be laid on the east side. 
The City wanted the company to go in the proper 
place and to find out if it had tne right to lay the 
tracks at all. Mr. Andrews doubted if the oom- 
pany could use any part of the Boulevard. The 
Bloemingdale road was no longer in existence and 
was simply a country road. Besides, the company 
had lost its rights by neglecting to take advantage 
of them for 20 years. It was also a question if the 
company had not forfeited its corporate existence 
by failure to build. 

Mr. Charles Blandy. of the Law Department, ap- 
peared for the City and Osborne E. Bright for the 
railroad company at the private residence of Judge 
Van Vorston Wednesday night to argue on the 
order to the City authorities to show cause why a 
Drevious order staying proceedings on the part of 
the railroad should not be modified by adding a 
provision thatso much of the road as had been 
partially built should be allowed to be completed. 
Mr. Blandy urged that Judge Van Vorst had no 
power to so modify the stay, and that by the Code 
the notice of appeal operated asan absolute stay, 
making the ‘order prayed for void. Judge Van 
Vorst expressed the opinion that he was without 
power and that the appeal divested him of authori- 
ty, but took the papers, reserving his decision, 

The Third-avenue company 20 yearsago obtained 
a charter to build in Tenth-avenue from One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth to One Hundred and Fifty- 
fifth street. Mr. Bright believed that the opposi- 
tion to the extension of the Ninth-avenue road to 
and up Tenth-avenue comes from that road. Presi- 
dent W. H. Hayes, of the Ninth-Avenue Company. 
said he did not want to build above One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth-street. The extension up the 
Boulevard and Tenth-avenue was at the request of 
property-holders on the line.

PANIC IN A TENEMENT-HOUSR. 

The outbreak of fire in the rear five-story 
tenement-house at No. 65 Mott-street—known as 
the White Honse—at 1:30 o’cloek yesterday morn- 
ing, created much excitement among the 120 per- 
sons who form the 24 families in the front house 


and 10 families in the rear house. Those in the 
building on fire were forced to fiee from the house 
scantily clad. The flames started in the room of 
Mrs. Clara Goldstein. the wife of a peddier, 
on the second floor, where she lived 
with her infant and a young working 
irl, a lodger. The girl eseaped unhurt, 
ut Mrs, Goldstein and her baby were slightly 
burned. The police did cood work in helping the 
panic-stricken people in the rear building to es- 
cape. Three-quarters of them left the house by 
the stairs under the guidance of officers or gained 
the roof and crossed a bridge to the front house. 
The others crowded the balconies of the fire es- 
eapes, so that the traps to allow them to 
deseend by the ladder covld not be easily 
opened. The ladder from the lower balcony to 
the yard could not be properly lowered, 
and swung so that three or four children 
when they came to the lower rung let go and fell 
about three feet. The police say that no one was 
seriously injured, but they had to be rough with 
some of the tenants to get them out promptly and 
prevent them from pushing others off the balconies 
and ladder. Cornelius Driscoll, an aged laborer, in 
escaping by the stairs, was partly suffocated by 
smoke and his hair and hands were burned. Julla 
McGrath, 60 years old, was found unconscious 
from inhaling smoke on the second floor, and an 
ambulance took her to the New-York Hospital. 
The fire did about $700 damage. Mrs. Goldstein 
had a fire in her apartment in Oetober. 


A CASE OF MISTAKEN IDENTITY. 

A little Yorkshire terrier, which answered 
with equal alacrity to the names of either Brownie 
or Fannie, and whose ownership was elaimed by 
Mrs. Jobn 8. F. Gray, of No. 68 Madison-avenue, 
and Henry Kisterman, a coachman living at No.

in the Essex Market Police Court yesterday. The 
dog had beer in court before. Kisterman had it in 
eustody and claimed that it was given him by his 
friend, a fireman on the City of Chester.

“PRISON RONRORS AT TANGIER. 
Madrid Letter from the Rev, Newman Hall to the 
Editor of the London Times. 

Will you, in the interests of humanity, let it 
be known that within four hours of Gibraltar there 
id a town much frequented by English visitors 
where soores of men are herded together in a filthy 


dungeon, withont sufficient food to preserve life, 
and actually without water. When at Tangier a 
few days ago | heard reports, in which various 
classes of residents concurred, so horrible as to be 
unfit for publication in detail My guide, an 
intelligent Moor, had purpesely avolded the 
spot. A fellow-traveler had been arged not 
to go near, because the air was impregnated 
with prison fever. Another saw a corpse 
carried along, and the off-hand reply to inquir 
was,‘ From the prison, strayed.”’ Through a roun 
hole a foot in diameter I saw a number of men, 
. filthy, haggard, some of them with their 
ankles chained togethed, in what I can only call a 
dén for beasts, with two small open gratings in the 
roof for air and what little light could struggie in. 
Hore were about 80 prisoners. I looked through a 
similar hole into what micht have been once the 
ground floor of a residence, with smal! central 
open court and recesses. There was no furniture 
of any sort lying on the und or lounging about. 
Some men were promisenously herding together 
without change of raiment, washing of clothes or 
peraon, and, in the absence of necessary arrange- 
ments needless to be specified, it is no wonder that 
the stench coming through the hole rendered it 
difficult to remain their long enough to become ac- 
customed to the darkness, 80 as aceurately to dis- 
cern and describe the interior.

ded balances of appropriations for the years 
1881, and 1882 of $20,870 to the appropriation 
ior supplies for the present year. The Street- 
‘cleaning Department also asked for the transfer 
$15,000 from the appropriation of 1881 to that 


the present year. 

These requests were not received with approba- 
tion by President Asten. He opposed them on the 
ground that the practice was, in his opinion, ille- 
’ and unjustifiable. President Reilly, of the 

Board of Aldermen, however, thought that the 
requests ought to be complied with, especially the 
one from the Department of Charities and Corree- 
tions. If the transfer was not made the 12,500 
persons under the charge of the department 
would have to go without their usual Christmas 
@inner. President Reilly was sustained by Presi- 
dent Porter, of the Department of Charities, who 
urged that the transfer should be made because 
the Board of Estimate had not appropriated the 
money his department had asked for last year for 
this. The poor people, he added, would have to 
go without poultry at Christmas and New Year 
unless the application was granted.

Mr. Reilly resumed his seat, and the Mayor 
palled Mr. Asten’s attention to the fact that he 
had been asked a question which he had not an- 
gwered. Mr. Asten replied that he would indorse 
every werd that was in the article referred to, and 
be would willingly answer all questions put to him. 
“IT did not make a personal allusion to any mem- 
ber of this board, ana Mr. Reilly ought to know 
it.” The personal matter then dropped. 

Mayor Edson—Before I became Mayor I thought 
that the City Government could be administered 
on business principles. I tried to carry out that 
‘view after my election, but I found that it could 
mot be done under existing laws. The statutes 
have to obeyed, whether they are good 
or bad, and they stand in the way of a 
business-like administration. In regard to 
the question of transfe to the use 
of a department head this year the 
uunexpended balances of former years, before vot- 
ing on that question I phen oF the Corporation 
Counsel. He said that we haa the power to make 
the transfers, and I now have his written opinion. 
The principie of making such transfers is both 
good and bad. It is impossible for any man or set 
of men to know in advance just exactly what 
mmoney may be needed for a department. 

The opinion of the Corporation Counsel was read. 
and was as follows: 

In the eharter of 1873 It was provided that the 
Board of eye might, from time to time, 
on the application of the head of any department, 
authorize the transfer from one bureau or purpose to 
snother in the same departmentof any sum thereto- 
Yore appropriated for the pu of such department 
or bureau. By chapter 757 of the laws of the 
game year. section 20, there was added to 
section 112 «#6€of §6€6tthe”~—s charter the words 
“any balances of appropriations remaining un- 
expended, after ailowing sufficient to satisfy 
all claims payable therefrom, may atany time, after 
the expiration of the year for which they were made, 
be transferred by the Controller, with the approval of 
gaia Board of istimate and ————— to the 
general fund of the City and applied to the reduction 
of taxation.” There is nothing in the language of 
section 112 above quoted which would necessarily 
Confine the transfers therein referred to the limits of 
single years, aithough they are restricted to purposes 
embracea within the functions of single departments. 
Presumably to avoid this latter restriction there was 
included in chapter 308 of the Laws of 1874: 

Sec. 2. Thesaid Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment shall have the power at any time to transfer any 
appropriation for one year which may be found by 
the head of the department for which such appropri- 
ation shall have been made to bein excess of the 
gmount required,or deemed necessary for the pur- 
poses or objects thereof, to such other purposes 
or objects for which the appropriations are in- 
suflicient, or such as may require the same, anc if it 
is found at thetime when the estimate is made of the 
expenses of conducting the public business of the City 
of New-York for the next succeeding fiscal year that 
there will beasurplusor balance remaining unex- 
pended of any appropriation then existing at the end 
of the current fiscal year, such surplus may be applied 
to like purposes in the pext succeeding year. 

The provisions of these earlier laws above quoted 
Bre ail) embracedin the consolidated act and may be 

‘ound in sections 204 ana 207, with the addition in the 

t section of the words “ after allowing sufficient to 
satisfy ali claims payable therefrom,” asa qualifica- 
tion of the last grant of power. In my opinion they 
confer upon the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment the power to make such transfers as are re- 
ferred toin your communication, except that unex- 

nded balances of appropriations made in former 
ears may not be transferred for use du the cur- 
mt year when they have been already disposed of 
by transfer tothe general fund in the manner indi- 
cated in section 207. 

A statement from the Controller in reference to 
taxation was read at the request of the Mayor. It 
showed the uncollected taxes to be about $16,000,- 
000. Of that amount about $11,000,000 was for per- 
sonal taxes, which the Controlier admitted could 
not be collected: This left about $5,000,000 of un- 
collected taxes which were good. The amount of 
unexpended balances was less than $4,000,000. The 
use of any of this fund would require the tempo- 
rary issue of revenue bonds, to be taken up when 
the taxes are collected. 

Mr. Asten said that against the $16,000,000 of un- 
collected taxes there were outstanding $8,000,000 of 
tax relief bonds, and. adding to that amount the 
worthless taxes to the amount of $11,000,000, it 
‘Was apparent there would be a large deficiency in- 
stead of a surplus. 

Deputy Controller Storrs said that the tax relief 
eos had notto be paid from the uncollected 

xes. 

Mr. Asten contended that their payment was not 
yrovetes for in any other way. In reply to the 

ayor he said thatthe heads of departments al- 
ways took care to be on the safe side in asking for 
appropriations, and that was one reason why 
there was always a so-called fund of unex- 
pended balances.

ADA BRESNAN AND HER LOVER. 


-_-— > 
CAPT, GORDON HELD FOR TRIAL AND THE 
GIRL RESTORED TO HER PARENTS. 

All the idlers in Jersey City of the mascu- 
line gender and a fraction of the population of 
Astoria got themselves early in the forenoon to the 
Police Court in the former place to listen to the 
eoncluding testimony in the examination of Capt. 
George I. Gordon on a charge of seducing little 
Ada Bresnan, the Astoria girl, whom he induced 
te leave her home on Monday last. But these 
curious people, Jocal ana foreign, were grievously 
disappointed, fer the testimony they were most 


interested in, that of the medical gentleman whose 
evidence decided one feature of the caso, was 
given in private. It, bowever, proved the crimi- 
nality of Gordon's intimacy with the girl. ~ 

In the afternoon the court-reom was also 
crowded with speetators, among them several 
women, who blushed not at the broadest details 
of the evidence, and turned not away their heads. 
Ada was present with her adopted father and 
mother, end she bore herself with the utmost com- 
posure. She isa piump little fir of demure eoun- 
tenance, and her long bair fell down ever pleas- 
ing shoulders. She wore a short dress and en- 
traneing red stockings, and did not look to be over 
12 or 18 years of When a majestic court 
officer, who earri a gavel in lieu of a club 
brought in the prisoner, there was a murmur of 
indignation, and Mr. Bresnan glared at him with 
the bitterest hatred in his glance. The majestic 
officer leaned the prisoner, whO was not repre- 
sented by counsel, upon the railing before Justice 
Stilsing; and Cant. Ceorge I. Gordon, the gay and 
gallant, _ utterly orestfallen and totally dis- 
couraged. 

‘Ada’ was called to the stand and questioned by 
Assistant District Attorney E. T. Paxton. She tes- 
tified that she was 14 years old and had known 
Gordon since last Spring, having made his ac- 
quuintance at a friend's birth-day party. Soon af- 
terward she went out walking one evening with 
**another girl, Mr. Gordon, and two other boys.” 
The spectators smiled at the classification of the 
melancholy Captain with the “boys,” and Ada 
proceeded that after that Gordon asked her 
father’s permission to take her to High Bridge, 
which was granted. He was accustomed to call at 
the Bresnans’ very often to visit her brother, and 
occasionally spent bis evenings there. He first 
proposed an elopement in November, and 
promised her all the luxuries of life if 
she would become his wife. He tempted 
her, after the manner of the late Dr. 
Faustus, with diamonds and jewelry and told her 
he was worth millions of money in United States 
bonds, and was interested in nearly all the silver 
minesin the country. At this point in the testi- 
mony the Captain sadly removed his overcoat, 
and the spectators wondered why he bad not cut 
the coupens from some of his bonds, and invested 
in a less shabby suit of clothes, and a young 
woman who had been disappointed in the medical 
testimony was shocked to observe that a button 
was missing from his eoat-tail. 


The witness continued that after broaching the, 


subject of an elopement Gordon often spoke to her 
of becoming his wife. He wrote her loving letters 
and gave them to ber in person, and told her what 
to reply to them. He generaily went to New-York 
on the 8:45 boat, and as that was about the time 
she usually went to school they met almost every 
morning, but she was always accompanied by one 
of her schoolmates. On the morning of the elope- 
ment she had no idea of running away with him 
when she left home. She was on her way to school 
alone, with her books, and Gordon came out of 
Lang’s drug store and joined her. He told her 
that she must marry him or he would do 
something very dreadful. She was afraid 
of him, she alleged. and consented, and he 
went to the jewelry store and bought her a plain 
gold ring, which he told her was to be her wedding 
ring. Then they went to the house where he was 
boarding, and she waited while he packed up some 
clothes, and then they crossed the James-slip ferry 
together. Thence they proceeded to the United 
States Hotel, and he left her there for half an hour, 
while he went away to do some business, he said. 
After that they went to the City Hall, and Gordon 
left her in the corridor while he went into the Con- 
troller’s office to get an introduction to the 
Mayor from Mr. Grant. But when they called 
on the Mayor and asked him to marry them. 
he informed them that they would be obliged 
to have witnesses, whereupon they departed. 
They crossed at Cortiandt-street to Jersey City 
and went to Taylor's Hotel, where they obtained 
Room No. 38. They went out in the evening and 
called atthe house of one of Gordon’s friends, 
where he introduced her as his wife who had pre- 
viously been his step-daughter. Then they came 
back to Room No. 38 and staid there all night. He 
showed her a will that he had made in her favor, 
and gave heraring witha large stone in it. At 
the conclusion of this testimony the Justice asked 
Gordon if he desired to put any questions to the 


girl. 

“ Addie,” said the prisoner tenderly, coming for- 
ward and bending an affectionate gaze upon her, 
“ when did I show you any jewelry!” 

*- Just after I first met you,’’ said the girl com- 


edly. 
Pee That’s all,” murmured the Captain, sadly. Jus- 
tice Stilsing asked her if she hada pleasant home 
and was treated kindly, and she replied that she 


*Didn’t you tell me yesterday that you didn’t 
have a pleasant home?” the Justice inquired. 

** Yes,” replied the girl, “ but he told me to say 
so, and I was afraid of him.” 

“You also told me yesterday that you loved 
him,”’ pursued the Justice. 

** Well, he told me to say that, too,” said Ada. 

“ When were you telling the truth, then or now?” 
Mr. Stilsing asked. 

“ Now,” replied the girl positively. 

“Ada,” said Capt. Gordon, inthe same affec- 
tionate tone. ** didn’t you tell me that your mother 
beat you with the limb of a cherry tree, ana—”’ 

“ It was oniy a small stick,”’ interrupted the girl, 
and the spectators smiled. A bell boy from 
Taylor’s Hotel and the officer who made the arrest 
gave evidence. Mr, Bresnan testified that he 
adopted the girl from the Children’s Friend So- 
ciety of Jersey City in 1878, and that she was 13 or 
14 years of age. He had treated her well and edn- 
cated her, and she always seemed cheerful and 
happy. He became acquainted with Gordon 
through his (witness's) son, but did not know any- 
thine was going on between Ada and the Captain 
until he was informed of the girl's elopement on 
Monday evening. The Secretary of the Children’s 
Friend Society testified that Ada was surrendered 
to that organization by her sister in January, 1878, 
and given to the Bresnans in July of the same 
year. According to her sister she was 8 years of 
azgeini878and anorpnan. At the conclusion of 
the testimony the Justice held Gordon for the 
Grand Jury in default of $5,000 bail. The Justice 
then asked the Secretary of the society from whieh 
Ada wastakenif he was satisfied with the girl's 
treatment on the part of the Bresnans. The Secre- 
tary replied that the Trustees of the home were 
perfeotly satisfied with the care the girl received. 
and considered Mr. and Mrs. Bresnan, as very 
proper people to resume care of her. and the 
Justice gave her into their charge. Mr. Bresnan 
thanked the Justice with tears in his eyes and said 
that he loved Ada more than ever, andshould treat 
her = if the affair with Gordon had never oc- 
ourre

OHAMBER OF COMMERCE MEETING. 


PRESERVATION OF THE STATE FORESTS AND 
THE TRADE DOLLAR QUESTION, 

An unusually large meeting of the Chamber 
of Commerce was held yesterday, The President, 
Mr. George W. Lane, presided, and among the 
members present were Royal Phelps, Col. F. A. 
Conkling, Charles 8. Smith, W. H. Fogg, John H. 
Inmaa, F. B. Thurber, H. 8. Spaulding, Morris K. 
Jesup, Joseph H. Brown, M. B. Fielding, Gardner 
R. Colby, W. D. Marvel, and Thomas P. Ball. A 
special committee, which had been appointed to 
consider the subject of a commercial treaty be- 
tween the United States and Spain, reported in 


favor of requesting President Arthur to appointa 
commission, whose duty it should be to’confer 
with the Spanish Minister on the subject. 
The matter was laid over for future consideration 
by the Chamber. Mr. Morris K. Jesup presented 
a draft of a memorial, which was unanimously 
adopted and ordered to be presented to both 
houses of the Legislature. The memorial asks the 
Legislature to adopt such measures as will enable 
the State to acquire the whole of the territory 
known as the Adirondack Wilderness, in order 
that the forests of that region may be pre- 
serveé. The memorial says that the Champer 
is alarmea at the dangers which threaten 
tne water supply of the principal rivers 
of the State through the possible destruction of 
these forests, and in consequence its internal com- 
merce. Mr. Jesup spoke at some length on this 
question. He sald tbat a large portion of the forest 
which once covered the water-shed of the Hudson 
River bad disappeared, and the offect of its de- 
struction was already apparent. Many of the small 
streams which once flowed continuously tbrough- 
out the year were now dry during several 
months, thus rendering navigation above Troy 
almostimpossible in dry seasons. ‘*The neces- 
sity for prompt and immediate action,”’ said Mr. 
Jesup, “ arises from the fact that the price of lum- 
ber and forest products all overthe country has 
lately so advanced that it will now pay to cut and 
market the comparatively inferior Adirondack 
lumber. It has not paid to do this until now, 
owing both to its inaccessibility and generally low 
vay of quality. But now new mills are being 
uilt, the old Adirondack Railroadscheme is re- 
vived, and owners of forest land through the 
wilderness are taking vigorous measures to 
get their logs to market. If railroads are 
allowed to penetrate these coniferous 
forests, fand extensive lumbering operations 
take place, it will be impossible to prevent the 
spread of destructive fires to all parts of the wil- 
derness, If this is allowed to occur, nothing can 
prerees the destruction of the Hudson as a naviga- 
le stream above Albany, the destruction of the 
water supply of the Erie Canal, the destruction of 
the Valley of the Mohawk, one of the richest agri- 
cultural regions in the State, and great injury to 
the agricultural region extending north of the 
wilderness to the St. Lawrence River.” 

A_ oommittee, consisting of Mr. Jesup, Sam- 
uel D. Babcock, D. Willis James, Charles 8S, Smith, 
0. N. Bliss, Solon B. Humphreys, and Thomas B. 
Coddington, was appointed to invite the co-opera- 
tion of other associations and individuals tnrough- 
out the State in securing the legislation asked for 
in the memorial. Mr. Josiah J. White, Chairman 
of the special committee on international bills of 
lading, reported that * the present Congress should 
be apes to for relief by establishing a form of 
bill of lading, the issuanee of which shall be ob- 
ligatory upon all vessels using the ports of the 
United States, or such other measures as may be 
found practicable.”” Mr. White’s committee was 
instructed to draft an act to be presented to Con- 
gress. A letter from the Cotton Exchange relative 
to domestic bills of lading was referred to the 
same committee. 

Mr. F. B Thurber introduced a resolution ap- 
proving the recommendation of the Secretary of 
the Treasury concerning trade dollars and urging 
Congress to take early action thereon. Mr. Thur- 
ber said that, inasmuch as the Government bad 
sanctioned the issue of the trade dollar and had at 
one time made it a legal tender, it was 
in duty bound to protect those persons 
who had tuken the coins from _ loss. 
Col. F. A. Conkling insisted that a very large pro- 
portion of the trade dollars in existenee were held 
by speculators, who had bought them for less than 
$0 cents each. He was certain that President 
Arthur did not approve of the scheme to exchange 
legal-tender doliars for “‘trades’’ at par. Mr. 
Charles S. Smith was also opens to the redemp- 
tion of the trade dollars by the Government. The 
resolution was finally laid onthetable. Bernard 
S. Clark, Nicholas L. Cort, Roswell P. Flower, John

THE IMMACULATE CONCEPTION.

The solemn high mass was cele- 
brated at 10 o’cleck by the Rev. Matthew Nicol, 
Rector of the Church of St. Boniface, assisted by 
the usual number of priests. The sermon wasa 
review of the life of the patron saint of the church. 
delivered by the Very Rev. Dr. Wenzel, of Staten 
Island. The attendance wasverylarge. The altar 


was very elaborately decorated with its richest 
ornaments, and the sanctuary contained a large 
number of flowers and palm trees.

DIRECTOR SAMUEL SLOAN ON THE ELEVATED 
ROAD MANAGEMENT. 

S. H. Kneeland, President of the Metro- 
politan Elevated Railroad Company, finished, yes- 
terday, his testimony in the trial before Judge 
Van Brunt, in the Court of Common Pleas, of that 
company’s suit against the Manhattan and New- 
York Companies. The witness stand was then 
taken by Samuel Sloan, one of the Directors 
of the Manhattan Company, and in 1881 a Director 
of the Metropolitan. He could not remember any 
conversations he might have had in 1881 respecting 


the elevated railroads, because he was not greatly 
interested in those roads. He said, under cross- 
examination by David Dudley Field, that it was 
common for two or more railroads to bave the 
same men as Directors, and that such Directors 
often make agreements among themselves bina- 
ing all the companies, just as the October agree- 
ment, modifying the lense of the elevated railroads 
to the Manhattan, was made But Mr. Sloan 
added the remark: “I alwaysliketo consult the 
stockholders, and hereafter, when we get out of 
this thine, we will.”’ Inresponse toa question as 
to whether he entered into the Oetober agreement 
as into a valid one, he said: ‘I did, under advice 
of counsel. I comsidered that it was valid. You 
will not get me into a case of this kind again, 
where there are such impracticable men.”’ 

Being asked by Mr. Field if he meant to refer to 
Mr. Kneeland, Mr. Sloan answered that he ‘did 
not wish to be persona!, but—-.”” He was about to 
go into an explanation when Gen. Barlew ob- 
jected, and Judge Van Brunt overruled the ques- 
tion. Gen. G. M. Dodge, who was a Metropolitan 
Director in the Autumn of 1881, testified that he 
never took part in a conspiracy to break duwn 
that eompany, and that in his opinion the October 
agreement saved it from ruin.

LEMPERANCE WORKERS’ DEMANDS. 


ASKING A GOVERNMENT COMMISSION TO IN- 
VESTIGATE LIQUOR TRAFFIO. 

A conference of the National Temperance 
Society was held in the lecture-room of the Young 
Men's Christian Association Building, in East 
Twenty-third-street, yesterday afternoon. Gen. 
Clinton B. Fisk presided. Secretary M. A. Powell 
read a paper upon the subject of ‘Congress and 
the Liquor Traffic.” He called attention to the 
omission of any allusion to the Hquor question by 


the President in his recent message, while great 
attention was paid to tne questions of American 
pork prohibition in Germany and the diseases of 
eattle in thiseountry. Still the speaker had reason 
to think that if a measure looking to prohibitory 
legislation were introduced into Congress and 
passed, it would meet with the President's favora- 
ble consideration. 

He was followed by Gen. Fisk, who offered the 
following resolution, which was unanimously 
adopted: 


Resolved, That this conference hereby respectfully 
and earnestly asks Congress to provide, by appropri- 
ate legislation, for the appointment by the President 
of an impartial commission of inquiry to investigate 
and report upon alcoholic Liquor traffic, its relation to 
pauperism, disease, crime, taxation, and the general 

ublic Welfare, and also the results of license and pro- 

ibitory legislation in the several States of the Union. 


The Rey. Dr. Albert G. Lawson. of Brooklyn, of- 
fered a resolution, which was also adopted, asking 
Congress to prohibit the traffic in all 
intoxicating liquors for drinking purposes in the 
District of Polumbia, the United States docks, 
forts, arsend)s, and in the Territories, and to adopt 
a joint resolution to be submitted to the several 
States for ratification, proposing an amendment to 
the Constitution to prohibit the manufacture, im- 
portation, and sale of all alcoholic beverages.

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ARRIVAL OF OVERDUE STEAM-SHIPS. 

Three overdue steam-ships—the Devon, of 
the Great Western Line; the Holland. of the Na- 
tional Line, and the Zaandam, of the Netherlands- 
American Line—reached this port yesterday. Capt. 
Morice, of the Devon, reports that he sailed from 
Swansea 17 days ago, and eneountered a series 


of westerly gales up to longitude 22°. On Nov. 24 
the steamer was caught in a terrific hurricane, 
which blew from west-north-west and caused a 
tremendoussea. The Devon labored . heavily and 
shipped a number of heavy seas, which stove in 
one of the life-boats and caused other damage 
about the decks. On Nov. 30, in longitude 45°, the 
Devon encountered a southerly gale. The wind 
suddenly veered tu north-west, eausing a terrific 
sea, in which the steamer labored severely. On 
Dec. 2 she was caught in another storm, during 
which the barometer went down to 28.83. 

Capt. Chevalier, of the Zaandam, reports that he 
was 19 days in making the voyage from Amster- 
dam. Westerly gales and a high‘ head-sea pre- 
vailed the greater portion of the time. On Nov. 
25 it blew a hurricane and the steam-ship was 
obliged to change her course and head to the 
north for 24 hours. The barometer went down to 
28.74. Capt. Jaffrey, of tne ateam-ship Holland, 
from London, met with similar weather and was 
18 days in making the voyage. 

Capt. Reed, of the schooner Joseph Wilde, whieh 
arrived from St. Martins, reports that on Nov. 29, 
in latitude 38°, he encountered a violent northerly 
gale, which continued 50 hours. The boat was stove 
in and the foresail was carried away. 
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POLICE OFFICERS IN CONFERENCE. 

The Inspectors and Captains in the Police 
Department met Commissioner Mason, in the 
Superintendent’s office, at Head-quarters yester- 
day, and a long secret conference ensued. The 
meeting was called ostensibly to perfect the ar- 


rangements for the annual dinner of the In- 
spectors and Captains, Yhich is announced 
for the 2ist prox. at °Delmonico’s. After 
its adjournment, those who were present united 
in saying that the only business transacted had 
reference to the annual feast, but this does not 
account for the presence of Commissioner Mason 
or the address which, it is said, he delivered to the 
assembled Captains. Notwithstanding an asser- 
tion of Mr. Mason that his remarks had reference 
to the dinner, it is suspected that the presence of 
the Commissioner at the meeting was due to the 
recent unpleasantness between Justice Murray 
and the Captains, and that his speech to the offi- 
cers present had a bearing on the subject which at 
present. more than any other, agitates the Police 


Department. 
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MRS. ANDERSON'S INSURANCE. 

A verdict for $11,032 20 was rendered by a 
jury in the Supreme Court, before Judge Larre- 
more, yesterday,in fayor of Mrs. Eliza B. Ander- 
son, widow of Gen. Robert Anderson, of Fort 
Sumter fame,and against the Continental Fire 


Insurance Company. The suit was to reeover for 
the loss of goods, burned in Morreil’s warehouse, 
on which the insprance company had issued a pol- 
ley for $10,000. Mrs. Anderson never received the 
policy. She alleged that her agreement with the 
company’s agent was that the policy should be 
operative from the time of issuance, without the 
ayment of the premium as a condition precedent. 
‘he company claimed that it couid not be bound 
by such an agreement unless it was olearly ex- 
pressed in writing, and asserted that it had can- 
celed the policy after having vainly sought Mrs.
